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BAYARD’S VISIT TO ALBANY 


THE GUEST OF GOV. CLEVELAND 
OVER SUNDAY. 
GOSSIPS NOW CERTAIN THAT THE SENATOR 
WILL ENTER THE CABINET—HIS TALK 
WITH THE PRESIDENT-ELECT. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Senator Bayard’s’ 


guiet visit to Gov. Cleveland on Sunday has 
stirred up the Cabinet makers to fresh activity, 
and on more slates than ever Mr. Bay- 
ard’s name is put at the head of the list 
as Secretary of State for the next four 
years. The Senator himself gives no intimation 
to warrant the assertion, now frequently made, 
that Gov. Cleveland has invited him to become a 
member of his Cabinet, but he says very frankly 
that he went to Albany to talk with the Presi- 
dent-elect about public affairs. Save a mere 
passing glance obtained when at the Newburg 
celebration last yerr, Senator Bayard had never 
seen Gov. Cleveland until last Saturday night. 
He labored earnestly and heartily for the Gov- 
ernor’s success, but did not meet him during the 
campaign. 

Speaking to-night of his visit, Mr. Bayard said 
that, as all men must who have the welfare of 
the country at heart, he had felt the most ear- 
nest anxiety that Mr. Cleveland's Administration 
should be what it ougnt to be. The Governor 
himsel! felt this, and it was only right that men 
who mi. ht be supposed to know something of 
national affairs should converse with him. Mr. 
Bayard wished that Albany was more accessible 
than it is,so that more good men, both Dem- 
ocrats and Republieans.could meet the Governor, 
whose duties keep him confined to the State 
capital, for the present at least. ‘* He could not 
well come to Washington this Winter any- 
how,” added the Senator, smiling; ‘* he would 
need a coat of mail.” . 

Mr. Bayard spent the greater part of Sunday 
with the President-elect as his guest, and the 
greater part of the time was spent as he went 
there to spend it, in the discussion of matters 
relating to the Federal Government and the Na- 
tion. The particular subjects of conversation 
Mr. Bayard of course did not feel called upon 
to indicate, but of the impression made 
upon him by the Governor he bad no hesi- 
tation in speaking. .Mr. Cleveland seemed to 
him to be a square, solid, honest, plain 
American, whose most earnest desire was to be 
such a President as would justify the action of 
the best men of both parties, whose votes had 
made bim President. His wish seemed to be to 
take hold of his work, carry it on faithfully for 
four years, and go home. He would not be a 
holiday President. In fact, Mr. Bayard was not 
sure that he dia not Gread the show and glitter 
of the office much more than its work. 

The report has been heard here repeatedly of 
late that Senator Bayard would not accept the 
position of Secretary of State if it were olfered 
to him by Mr. Cleveland, preferring to remain in 
the Senate to assuming duties of a character 
that would take him trom congenial associates 
and a life free from tiresome routine duties, such 
as would be inseparable from a Cabinet position. 
A friend of Mr. Bayard’s in answer to this said 
to-day that Mr. Bayard would be perfectly 
satisfied to remain in the Senate and to 
help the President in that way. but as 
a Democrat, who felt that he owed the 
party a duty, he could not refuse 
to serve the party in any capacity. If it seemed 
desirable to Mr. Cleveland that he sbould accept 
a Cabinet position he would not say that he 
would refuse. The gentleman who made this 
statement repeated it as he bad heard it, and said 
that it was made by Mr. Bayard in his usual 
frank way, and ina conversation in which the 
newspaper paragraphs had been mentioned. 
There was no anxiety manifested by Mr. Bayard, 
nor any foolish attempt to ignore the fact that 
he had been talked of as likely to be offered a 
high position in the Cabinet.

PARTY VOTES IN THE SENATE. 

On two measures which came before the 
Senate to-day party lines were closely drawn. 
By a vote of 29 to 30 Senator Slater failed to in- 
duce the Senate to take up the bill to forfeit 
land granted to the Oregon Central Railroad 
Company. Messrs. Doiph, Hill, and Van Wyck 
were the only Republicans who voted in sup- 
port of Mr. Siater’s motion. Against the votes 
of all the Democrats present Senator Harrison 
then succeeded in calling up the bill admitting 
to the Union of States the southern portion of 
Dakota Territory. Mr. Harrison made an earnest 
appeal for the passage of the bill, which occu- 
pied the time until adjournment. It is expected 
that Mr. Vest will reply to the Indiana Senator to- 
jnorrow, when a speech of interest is looked for,

MR. M’CULLOCH NOT YET CONFIRMED. 

Although the Senate received the formal 
nomination of Mr. McCulloch to be Secretary of 
the Treasury on Wednesday of last week, his 
confirmation has not yet been announced. This 
delay of the Senate in passing upon such an im- 
portant nomination is causing some talk in 
Congressional circles. Senator Riddleberger is 
credited with being the immediate cause of the 
delay, by his bitter opposition to Mr. McCulloch. 
He is understood to have the strongest dislike 
for the Secretary’s tariff views. Nobody believes 
that Mr. Riddleberger’s opposition will do more 
than delay the contirmation of Mr. McCulloch. A 
Democratic Senator remarked to-night that a 
small man could sometimes make some trouble, 
but that the contirmation of the Secretary was 
merely a question of time. 





THE NEW-ORLEANS EXPOSITION. 
New-Or.EAnNs, Dec. 9.—Director-General 
Burke was questioned yesterday concerning the 
resolution presented by Mr. Moulton in Congress. 
When the resolution was read to him, he replied: 
* The world never witnessed an exposition of the 
magnitude of this. There are more machinery, 
more art, more agriculture, and more exhibits 
of the uatural resources of America than the 
world has seen before at one time. Two thousand 
carioads of material have been carried to the 
axposition, and the buildings are not yet half 
full. Two thousand carloads of freight are on 
wheels or in vessels. and we shall open with more 
in position than has ever been seen in an exposi- 
tion heretofore. As to foreign exhibits, go to the 
books. Applications for space have been al- 
lotted for British, French, Belgian, Prus- 
sian, Austrian, Italian, Spanish, Chinese, 
Japanese, Siamese, Central American, and 
Mexican exhibits, covering 160,000 square feet of 
space. Our floorspace is about 2,500,000 square 
feet, and we shall not be able to allot space for 
a week, because the ground floor and the galleries 
are full to overfiowing. We shall add a building 
400 feet long to the main building and have it 
finished by the 16th, although not a post is up. 
As to the expenditures and management we deiy 
criticism. Nota penny has been expended witn- 
out an appropriation by the board, a close scru- 
tiny by the committee and over my certificate, 
and every voucher to the last instailment of the 
joan has been examined and found correct. Our 
work has passed beyond the period of criticism 
and will go to the country before Christmas, and 
we shall have every building finished and 5,000 
yorse power in motion.”

A TRAIN WRECKED BY TRAMPS. 
HAwLey, Penn., Dec. 9.—A number of 
vicious-looking tramps have been stealing rides 
on coal trains on the new Wyoming extension of 
the Erie Railway for some days past. On Satur- 
day two of a gang who had twice been put off 
of the cars were discovered ona train, and in 
getting them off the trainmen were compelled 
to use force. This was in the vicinity of Spring- 
brook switch. Some time afterward, as a train 
was approaching the switch, the engineer saw a 
coal car which had been left on the switch, 
standing on the main track. The next instant 
the train crashed into the car. Theengineer and 
fireman had barely time to jump for their lives. 
The locomotive and nine cars were wrecked. It 
is believed that the coal car was run out upon 
the main track by the tramps who had been 
thrown from the coal train a short time before 
to revenge themseives for being refused a ride.

HOW A DESPERADO GOT A PARDON AND 
HOW HE MET HIS DEATH. 

St. Louris, Dec. 9.—‘*Omaha Charlie,” 
the noted desperado, was taken from the jail at 
Maryville, Mo., this morning and lynched. Char- 
lie Stevens, for that was his right name, settled 
in Maryville six years ago, and at once com- 
menced earning the name of desperado. He 
claimed to have killed several men, and to make 
good his claim he added a citizen of Maryville to 
his list by shooting and killing John Mahon. 
For this murder he was,in the Spring of 1880, 
tried and convicted ot murder in the second de- 
gree, and sent tothe penitentiary for 10 years. 
The community breathed more freely after he 
had departed, believing that he certainly would 
not reappear until he had paid the penalty 
of his crime, and when last Winter he returned 
to Maryville and explained that he had been 
pardoned by Gov. Crittenden, much disgust was 
felt. It was stated that the Governor’s act of 
turning the desperado loose upon society was 
the outcome of a singular attachment which 
had sprung up between **Omanha Charlie” and 
the Governor’s little daughter. Stevens was an 
adept at making pretty knickknacks, and he 
presented her with several which he had prepared 
for her. The child grew to take a decided inter- 
est in him, and when she was taken sick the con- 
tinued arrival of presents from the prisoner in- 
creased the regard in which she held him. The 
child’s illness was fatal, and she made a dying 
request to her father that he would give Stevens 
a full pardon. The promise was given to the 
a and after she died Gov. Crittenden released 

im. 

On his return to Maryville Stevens at once re- 
sumed his old methods of life. He frequented 
saloons during the day, and at night ran a secret 
gambling den, where the vilest characters met. 
His bearing was even more reckless than before 
his incarceration, and it was plain that his par- 
don had given him the idea that he possessed 
personal influence with the Governor sufficient 
to guard him against further trouble whenever 
it occurred or whatever its nature. It was quite 
a common remark about town that it was only a 
question of time when ‘**Omaha_ Charlie” 
would add another to his list of murders. This 
»rophecy was verified on Dec. 3, when he entered 

elgart’s saloon while under the influence of 
liquor and ina very combative frame of mind. 
He was bent on a fight and insulted three or 
four of the people in the saloon, who, knowing 
his desperate character, pocketed the affronts 
and evaded him. 

While this was going on Herbert Kramer, who 
Was a cousin ot Helgarr’s,and several friends 
were standing at the bar. Stevens approached and 
ordered a glass of wine, part of which he pur- 
posely spilled over Kramer’s coat, Kramer 
brushed it off and said nothing. Stevens was 
bent upon trouble, however, and followed up 
the insult with the remark, ** Perhaps you don't 
like it.” Kramer responded ** No, and you must 
be more careful.”” **How would you like it in 
your face?” the drunken desperado demanded. 
“You must not do that,” Kramer replied quiet- 
ly.and the words were bareiy uttered when 
Stevens dashed the liquor into Kramer's face, 
and before the latter could prepare for defense 
drew his revolver, pressed it against his chest, 
and fired, kiJling Kramer instantly. 

He was tried for this murder, convicted, and 
the death sentence was passed. Stevens even 
atter being convicted, played the bravado and 
claimed that the Governor would pardon him, 
This aroused the community, and, fearing the 
Governor would interfere, some 60 men, thor- 
oughly armed, rode up tothe Maryville Jail at 2 
o'clock this morning. They asked the Sheriff for 
the keys to Stevens’s cell, but that official said 
he would never give them up. Then an assault 
upon the jail entrance was planned, and a rush 
was made. The Sheriff made a desperate resist- 
ance, firing repeatedly upon the mob, one of 
whom, whose name is withheld for the present, 
was dangerously wounded. The jail door was 
unequal to barring out the force which assailed 
it,and the mob rushed in,overpowered the Sheriff, 
and entered the jail proper. From this time on 
the proceedings were conducted with the utmost 
quiet and decency. ‘ Omaha Charlie’s” cell 
was opened without much difficulty, and when 
he was brought into the open air and face 
to face with the mob he weakened and begged 
formercy. No answer was given, and, covered 
by half a score of cocked revolvers, he was 
marched from the jail to a railroad bridge, half 
a mile to the north, where, with remarkably lit- 
tle ceremony, he was hanged. The mob then 
dispersed, quietly as it had gathered, and the 
first known of the lynching to those who had 
not shared in it; was the news brought by per- 
sons who had discovered the dead murderer's 
body hanging from the bridge this morning. 
Much excitement prevails in the city of Mary- 
ville, but, while some deprecate the mob’s ac- 
tion, all feel relieved over the fact that ‘‘Omaha 
Charlie” has been removed.

NOVEL DEFENSE SET UP IN 
LOUISVILLE, 

LovISVILLE, Dee. 9.—In the trial of James 
Heath for larceny to-day a most remarkable 
plea for the defense was put up. Heath is the 
son of a formerly wealthy and highly respected 
citizen of Louisville, and was arrested for steal- 
ing two sealskin cloaks from a shop. The plea 
is that he is a kleptomaniac, and was so devel- 
oped by the peculiar circumstances of his birth 
and childhood. Heath's father testified that the 
boy was born on May 21, 1863, at Lexington. His 
mother was anintense rebel, and boarded in a 
family holding the same deep prejudice. She 
went through the city of Lexington  beg- 
ging tor the soldiers, and accepting any- 
thing from a_ postage stamp up, and 
thus it was that the unfortunate son was born 
in the midst of intense feeling and prejudice, 
consequent upon _a war which was then being 
fiercely waged. The mother had so worn her- 
self down by mental excitement and labor 
for the Southern soldiers that after the birth of 
her child she was unabie to raise it. The doctors 
said that unless the child received milk from the 
breast it could not live. A colored wet nurse 
was hired, and about the time the child was old 
enough to be weaned she was discovered to be 
an incorrigable thief, and thus had the child 
drawn in with the life-giving fluid seeds of a 
most deplorable disease. 

After the war Mr. Heath and his family re- 
moved to this city. James was then old enough 
to toddle around, and frequently accompanied 
the servants to the grocery. He invariably re- 
turned with something or other filched from the 
grocer’s stock. ‘Thus the development and ma- 
turity of kleptomania was traced, and it was 
shown that the boy’s father was formerly in 
good circumstances, but had become impover- 
ished in consequence of having attempted to 
keep his son’s misfortune from the world, by 
paying for the misdeeds committed by him in his 
weakness. The examining Judge refused to con- 
sider the question raised, and held the prisoner 
for trial on nominal! bail.

*® MENKEN AGAIN SENTENCED. 

BINGHAMTON, Dec. 9.—William Menken, 
the murderer of Kate Broedhoeft, his sweect- 
heart, stood at the bar of justice at noon to-day, 
and received his death sentence for the second 
time. He spoke nota word during the terrible 
ordeal. His eyes, which were fastened on the 
Judge, were a trifle glassy, but gave no evidence 
of his feelings. He had no objection to offer 
why the death sentence should not be passed on 
him. He was convicted here after a trial before 
Judge Martin, this being his second trial, one 
having occurred at Elmira last June. The crime 
he committed was the choking to death of his 
affianced wife, Katie Broedhoeft. a pretty Ger- 
inan servant girl, whom he enticed away from 
Brooklyn under a promise of marriage. The 
muraer was committed in the evening on the 
lonely Bancroft road, near the city of Elmira, on 
the night of Jan. 4, L884. 

Menken will be hanged on Jan. 21, 1885. He 
isthought by those who have him in charge to 
have murdered three girls before this one, also 
an Irishman in Jersey City. He is a German, less 
than 30 years of age, and very effeminate in ap- 
pearance,

RECEIVERS’ CERTIFCATES ORDERED. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 9.—Last week ap- 

plication was made by counsel forthe Receivers 
of the Bankers and Merchants’ Telegraph Com-

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THECONTROLOF THE CONGO 


ARRANGING THE CLAIMS AND 
WISHES OF THE POWERS. 
ENGLAND’S POSITION ON THE NIGER UN- 
CHANGED—GEN. SANFORD’S RAILWAY 

SCHEME—PORTUGAL DISSATISFIED. 

BERLIN, Dec. 9.—The Committee of the 
Congo Conference has accepted England's pro- 
posals regarding the Niger without reservation, 
but subject to the sanction of the contrerence it- 
self. This sanction is regarded as certain to be 
given. England’s position on the Niger is left 
altogether unchanged. 

In spite of its rejection by the subcommittee, 
Gen. Sanford has decided to present to the con- 
ference his project for the buiiding of a railway 
trom Vivi to Stanley Pool. 

The National Gazette states that the powers 
have agreed that the decisions of the conference 
regarding the occupation of unoccupied terri- 
tory shall only take practical effect after the 
lapse of a specified time. , The object of this is to 
avoidarace between the powers that wish to 
aunex African territory. The scheme of neu- 
trality proposed by England stipulates that in 
the event of war the Congo and Niger, with their 
affluents and the littoral for a maritime league 
from the mouths of these rivers, shall remain 
free to merchant ships except such as are laden 
with munitions of war. And further, the mer- 
chants of all nations who have depots on the 
Congo and the Niger, are forbidden to supply 
war vessels with coal, except in sufficient quan- 
tities to enable them to reach the nearest port. 
The scheme proposed by France is similar to this, 
but does not mention the subject of supplying 
war vessels with coal in time of war. 

The Congo committee to-day discussed the de- 
tails of the navigation statutes to be applied to 
the Congo and Niger Rivers. The committee 
approved the clauses giving to private varties 
the right to appeal against the actions and decis- 
ions of the International Commission through 
their respective Consuls, The committee also 
discussed Gen. Sanford’s railway and neutrality 
proposals, but made very little progress upon 
them. Gen. Sanford will submit another pro- 
posal to the committee to-morrow. Mr. Kasson’s 
neutrality proposals will also be debated by the 
committee to-morrow. 

The delegates of France and Portugal con- 
tinue their opposition to the granting of unlim- 
ited powers of extension to any State or com- 
pany in making the original line from Vivi to 
Stanley: Pool. A prolonged debate upon the 
neutrality question is expected to occur in the 
committee as a consequence of the difficulty of 
satisfving all the powers. 

Sir Edward Malet presented his credentials to- 
day as Ambassador from England to the Em- 
peror William. After the usual formalities the 
new Ambassador had a private audience with 
the Emperor. 

Lonpon, Dec. 9.—Earl Granville, Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs, informed a 
deputation which waited upon him to-day that 
Sir E. Malet, the English delegate to the Congo 
conference, had been instructed to support Italy 
in the endeavor to exclude the importation of 
alcoholic liquors from the Conge country. 
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FRANCE ASSUMES THE DEFENSIVE. 

THE PEACE NEGOTIATIONS WITH CHINA 
MAKING SLOW PROGRESS, 

Panis, Dec. 9.—It is announced that for 
political reasons the Government has tele- 
graphed to Admiral Courbet and Gen. Briere 
de lIs!le to maintain a defensive attitude until 
they receive further orders. 

The National says the negotiations between Li 
Hung Chang, Viceroy of Pee Chi Li, and the 
French Consul at Tien-Tsin have ceased since the 
rebuff which tbe French received at Tamsui. 

The Hovas Agency says that the negotiations 
between Ear! Granville, the British Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, and the Marquis 
Tseng, Chinese Ambassador, with a view to set- 
tling the Franco-Chinese difficulty, have been 
temporarily interrupted, owing to the indisposi- 


tion of the Chinese diplomat, who is suffering 
from a cold. 


Lonpon, Dec. 9.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of the Standard learns from some 
source that the Empress of China will summon 
a council of war within a few days. The reasons 
tor the renewal of peace negotiations will then 
be given, and the result of the interviews be- 
tween Earl Granville and the Marquis T’seng will 
be stated.

THE MIGNONETTE CANNIBALS. 

Lonpon, Dec. 9.—Capt. Dudley and the 
mate, of the wrecked yacht Mignonette, who 
were found guilty of murderin killing the boy 
Parker for food to keep themselves alive, were 
to-day sentenced to death. Itis believed that 
they will be pardoned. The court room was 
crowded, and the scene during the pro- 
nouncing of sentence was most impressive. 
Lord Chief-Justice Coleridge read the judgment 
of the court, citing authorities at great length. 
The court declared thatthe taking of human 
life could only be justified on the plea of self- 
defense. The commission of murder for the sake 
of preserving one’s own life was unjustifiable. 
Of course it was a duty to preserve one’s 
own life, but duty often required one 
not to save but to. sacrifice his own 
life. The court must apply the law and 
declare that the prisoners were guilty of willful 
murder, for which there was no justification. 
If this judgment was too severe the court must 
leave the prisoners tothe clemency of the Crown. 
The prisorfers were asked what they had to say 
before sentence was pronounced. Both Capt. 
Dudley and mate Stephens pleaded for mercy in 
view of their terrible situation when the deed 
was done. Lord Coleridge said it was the jury’s 
privilege to recommend the prisoners to mercy, 
and then he sentenced them to be hanged, but 
without the black cap. ; 

The Right Hon. Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
Secretary of State for the Home Department, 
has advised the Queen to respite Capt. Dudley 
and Mate Stephens.

Lonpon, Dec. 9.—Lord Tennyson’s new 
drama, ** Thomas 4 Becket,” which has just ap- 
peared, is dedicated to Earl Selborne, the Lord 
High Chancellor. Inthe preface the poet says 
the work is not intended in its present form to 
meet the exigencies of the modern theatre. The 
drama is too long for acting. The two principal 
scenesare the visit of Queen Eleanor to Rosa- 
mond and the murder of Recket. Rosamond is 
summoned to choose death by poison or stab- 
bing, and rejects both. The Queen is then about 
to stab her, when Becket appears upon the scene 
in time to prevent the deed. He upbraids the 
Queen and advises herto retire toa convent. 
Rosamond is filled with gratitude for her rescue, 
and attempts to rescue Becket from the men 
whoare sworn to murder him. After Becket 
has been murdered, Rosamond is found kneeling 
over his corpse in the cathedral.

Bertin, Dec. 9.—The North German Ga- 
zette, Prince Bismarck’s organ, explains that the 
remarks by Prince Bismarck in the Reichstag 
the other day were not intended asa special 
criticism of Mr. Gladstone, but of the system of 
coalition Ministries. Sucha Ministry, he thinks, 
is always impeded by the necessity of respect- 
ing the opinions of the different parties cen- 
tring into the coalition. 


Romer, Dec. 9.—The Pope last Sunday, in

ON THE WAY TO JUSTICE.

OF A TRIPLE MURDER AS 
TOLD BY THE MURDERER’S WIFE. 
EuFAULA, Ala., Dec. 9.—The steamer 
Naiad reached here this morning with Moses 
Keaton, alias Bill Jackson, and wife, arrested in 
Columbus, Ga., yesterday, forcomplicity in the 
Mitchell County (Ga.) triple murder. Sheriff 
Burkett, of Bainbridge, was joined here in pur- 
suit of the fugitives by ex-Officer James Creyon 
and the party to whom Jackson sold the stolen 
horse and buggy. The negro resisted arrest at 


first, but finally yielded. When asked as to his 
complicity in the murder he knew nothing. He 
acknowledged that he sold Godwin’s buggy, but 
said a white man had givenit to him, together 
with $100, and told him to doas he pleased with 
it. His wite, however, made a confession as fol- 
lows: About 11 o’clock on the night of 
Dec. 2 Moses Keaton Jackson and wife 
and another negro named Pete went to 
Godwin’s house for the purpose of rob- 
bing him. The woman protested, but her 
husband drew a knife and told her if she did nof, 
staunaat the gate of the front yard and give 
warning of any approach he would kill ber. 
The men then attempted to force an entrance, 
but alarmed Godwin, who called to know who it 
was. He was answered by Moses, who said ** It’s 
me, Mr. Godwin; me and Pete; we’s been out 
possum huntin’, and got cold and thought we 
would come by and see if your fire had 
gone out.” Mr.Godwin openedthe door and 
let them into the fire and went to bed again, but 
instead of remaining awake to let them out 
again he went to sleep, and by his own tire they 
plotted his murder. A knife and an axe were 
used to do the execution. Godwin was dis- 
patched first and then young Richard 
Gregory. Both were murdered while asleep, 
but when the negroes came to Mrs. Greg- 
‘ory she awoke and a_ struggle ensued. 
Mrs. Gregory begged for life, but, finding the 
fiends remorseless, she fought for it. Her strug- 
gles were useless, however, and soon she was a 
mangled corpse at the feet of the murderers. 
Her body was so bruised and hacked with 
knife and axe as to be almost beyond 
recognition. The murderers’ searched for 
booty, but no money being found, 
they left the house covered with blood to join 
the woman outside, and then went to the lot and 
took the horse and buggy, Moses remarking that 
there would be “atime” in the morning when 
the bodies were discovered. Remonstrated with 
by his wife he ordered her to be silent, and said 
he would do the same thing over again, 

Moses’s accomplice, Pete, is stillat large. Moses 
is not aware that his wife has made a confession. 
He is a young, black negro, aged about 20, and 
an ordinary: tleld hand. He manifests indiffer- 
ence, but when he arrives at the scene of his 
crime it is not probable he will be allowed much 
time for repentance.

The Examiner says: “It has not yet been pos- 
sible to make an accurate estimate of the value 
of the assets appearing under these various 


heads. It may take several weeks forthe Re- 
ceiver to make satisfactory estimates. Of the 
notes and bills discounted only about $330,000 
are considered good, and only about one-half of 
the overdrafts are considered collectable. The 
stocks and bonds consist chiefly of a mortgage 
on an elevator in Indiana and stocks in 
various companies, the value of which is 
doubtful and cannot now be estimated, as 
the recovery on them may involve much 
litigation. Vhe real estate will, perhaps, in 
time realize the amount at which it 1s carried 
on the books of the bank. In the cash items are 
earried about $75,000 of B. D. Brown’s drafts and 
acceptances paid by the bank, which are proba- 
bly of little value. On this basis the general re- 
sult will be: Liabilities, about $658,000; approxi- 
mate assets, about $440,000, showing a deficiency, 
as far as can now be estimated, of about $218,000. 
This deficiency may be somewhat increased or 
diminished by further developments, the result 
of which cannot now be ascertained. 

* The capital stock of the bank is $200,000, and 
an assessment on the stockholders to this extent, 
if found necessary after a thorough investiga- 
tion by the Receiver, can be made under section 
5,151 of the Revised Statutes ot the United 
States. ‘The causes which have led to this un- 
fortunate result and the responsibility of indi- 
viduals will probably have to be passed upon by 
the courts.” 

A WIDOW'S SUIT FOR DAMAGES. 

Deposit, N. Y., Dee. 9.—Last Spring 
James Wilsey, of Susquehanna, Penn., came to 
this village and got drunk on liquor purchased 
at the Aquaga House and three other public 
houses. At the former place he met Allen Mc- 
Clure, of Deposit, and they qnarreled. During 
the quarrel Wilsey struck McClure with his fist 
and killed him instantly. Wilsey was recently 
convicted of manslaughter, and sent to the 
yenitentiary for five years. The widow of Allen 
McClure has commenced suit against the four 
drinking places to recover $5,000 damages from 
each, under the Civil Damage act, on the ground 
that the liquor they sold Wilsey led to the death 
of her husband.

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REPUBLICANS TURNED OUT 


MEETING OF THE KINGS COUNTY 
GENERAL COMMITTEE. 

DAGGETT PROTESTS AGAINST THE 
** MUGWUMPS,” AND MR. PACKARD AND 
MR. FORMAN ARE EXPELLED. 

The Republican General Committee of 
Kings County met last evening in Music Hall, 
at Flatbush and Fulton avenues, Brook- 
lyn. The galleries were empty, but the 
attendance of delegates was fairly large. 
Mr. F. M. Edgerton brought up a_ resolution 
offered by him at the last meeting of 
the committee, amending the by-laws so 
that the basis upon which delegates shall 
be elected to the General Committee may 
be the vote cast for President, instead 
of the vote cast for Governor. The amend- 
ment provoked along debate, and Senator Dag- 
gett made the point of order that the power to 
make the change rested solely with the State 
Convention. The Chair declared the point of 
order to bea good one, and Major Hobbs ap- 
pealed from the decision of the Chair. The vote 
stood 45 to 45, the chair not voting. 

Major Hobbs then took the ground that 
the question before the house being 
“Shall the decision of the Chair stand as the 
decision of the house,” the Chair had the affirm- 
ative of the question, and consequently that a 
tie vote indicated that the Chair was not 
sustained. The Chair decided that the Chair 
was sustained, and from that decision Mr. 
Fitchie appealed. Mr. Hurley moved to lay the 
appeal on the table, and the motion was carried 
by a vote of 49 to 41. The purpose of the 
amendment which got the committee into the 
parliamentary snarl was to increase the mem- 
bership from 117 to 207. 

Mr. Edgerton then brought another amend- 


ment up which he had offered at the last meet- 
ing, and which reads as follows: 


Resolved, That Article XIII., section 18,of the by-laws 
shall read as follaws: Any ward or town association 
may dropfrom itsrollthe name of any member who 
shull vote at the election for President of the United 
States any Electoral ticket other than that of 
the Republican Party. The Inspectors of Elec- 
tion of any ward or town association at 
the primary election next succeeding that of a Pres- 
idential election shall refuse the vote of any member 
who shall be challenged for the following cause: viz., 
For voting at sagd Pres dential election any other ticket 
than that of the Republican Party, unless the member 
9 nr shall swear that he voted the Republican 

eKet. 

The amendment was unanimously carried.

A VICTIM OF SPECULATION, 


A CLERK HYPOTHECATES STOLEN BONDS 
AND GOES TO PRISON. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 9.—Thomas P. Ma- 
cauley, who has been fora number of jyearsa 
trusted clerk inthe office of the Fidelity Trust 
and Sate Deposit Company, was arraigned at thé 
Central Police Station this morning charged 
with stealing 10 consolidated mortgage bonds of 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company, valued at 
$12,000. The bonds belonged to the estate of 
Howard Kirk, under whose will the Fidelity 
Company is Trustee. Macauley is tall and slen- 
der and dark complexioned, with prepossing 
features. Dressed in the latest fashion and 
wearing a white satin cravat, he looked 
the picture of humiliation and fright as 
he sat in a corner of the _ prisoner's 
dock. R. A. Wilkinson, the conveyancer 
of the Fidelity Company testified that Macauley 
was employed asaclerk in his department. On 
the 2d of this month he gained possession of,a 
package containing 20 of the bonds described 
on the pretext of comparing their numbers 
with the list of the investments of the estate of 
which the bonds were a portion. When the 
supposed purpose had been apparently accom- 
plished the package was handed back to the wit- 
ness and replaced. On Saturday Mr. Wilkinson 
discovered that 10 of the bonds had been ab- 
stracted, and John B. Gest, Vice-President of 
the company. was at once notified, and the in- 
vestigation was soon followed by the con- 
fession of Macauley. Mn Gest deposed 
that when he was informed of the loss 
of the bonds he at once_ notified all 
the brokers of this city. He examined 
Macauley in his private office. ** I asked him.” 
said the witness, * if he had returned all of the 
bonds handled by him, and he said that he had. 
I told him that 10 bonds were missing, but he 
persisted that he knew nothing aboutthem. [ 
asked him who his brokers were. He replied 
that that made no difference. Then when I ac- 
cused him directly of having stolen the bonds 
he finally said: * Well, yes, I took them, but four 
are in my desk.’ He then told me that he had 
left the other six as security with his brokers, 
Koon & Tunis, with whom he had been selling 
stocks short.’ The witness said that the ident- 
ical bonds were recovered from and through the 
brokers, who had disposed of three of them in 
the course of business. The securities had been 
leit as collateral for $3,600. ‘Their value is 


os i. 

“What have you to say.” asked Magistrate 
Smith of the prisoner. “ Only,” he replied, 
“that the money was lost in speculating in 
stocks.” 

‘** But have you nothing to say in mitigation 
of your crime 7?” asked the magistrate. 

“TI tried to save ail the money I could and 
pledged the bonds as collateral.”’ 

The prisoner then walked out of the dock pale 
and trembling and was taken to prison in the 
van. Nobody has offered to become his bonds- 
man. 





MASSACHUSETTS CITY ELECTIONS.

Isaac Hull 
Wright (Dem.) is elected Street Commissioner by 
a majority of 3,600 over Hichborn, (Rep.) Neither 
of the two lady candidates for the School Com- 
mittee was elected.

Worcester, Mass., Dec. 9.—A light vote 
was cast atthe city election te-day. Mayor 
Charles G. Reed, the Citizens’ candidate, was 
elected, receiving 4,850 votes to 3,543 for Samuel 
FE. Hildreth, the straight Republican candidate. 
Four of the six Aldermen were on both tickets, 
and were unaniously elected as follows: Ward 
G. Brady; Ward 8—Andrew Astry; 
Ward 5—John R. Thayer: Ward 6—Gil- 
bert J. Rugg. For Ward 7% E. QO. Parker, 
the Citizens’ candidate, had 5,053 votes to 3,746 
for Granville A. Longley, (Rep.,) and for Ward 
8%, Samuel § Winslow (Rep$.)p received 4,462 to 
4,348 for Samuel D. Nye, the Citizens’ candidate.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Dec. 9.—A few days 
sinceaman hailing from Baltimore rented a 
room here on Cornhill-street. With him wasa 
woman who, hesaid,was his wife. To-day a third 
party—a woman-—appeared on the scene and 
stated she was a sister of the first woman; that 
the man and her sister had eloped. He had, she 
said, a wife and two children in Baltimore. She 
had a warrant issued charging a man, whose 


name she gave as Charles Aston,with adultery in 
Baltimore. Aston was arrested and taken before 
the Justice. Heis about 35 years of age, and 
looks likea tramp. The woman is aged 23, and 
has a prepossessing face. Aston was placed in 
jail to await the action of the Baltimore author- 
ities.

AGAINST THE NEW TREATY: 


MANY CONGRESSMEN OPPOSED TO 
ITS RATIFICATION. 

TWELVE OF THE FIFTEEN MEMBERS OF THE 
WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE AGAINST 
IT—THE TREATY CALLED ONE-SIDED, 

No subject before Congress has been so 
interesting to members of either House to-day 
as the Spanish-American treaty. The imperfect 
outlines of it received some time ago had made 
little impression. The full text, as presented by 

THE TrmEs, has been read with as much interest 

asif it were an absolute novelty. Great satis- 

faction was expressed this morning when 
the tariff schedules, given imperfectly in yester- 
day's edition, were presented in full. While the 
treaty is undoubtedly interesting to everybody, 
it will certainly grieve Minister Foster to find 
that the tendency thus far has been against it, 
atleast in the House of Representatives. Strange 
to say, the revenue reformers, as a class, and the 
high protectionists are almost all opposed to 
it, and give the impression that not only 
will the Spanish convention fail to ve ratified, 
but that the Mexican treaty of reciprocity will 
not be approved. Various reasons for opposi- 
tion are assigned. One hears the Mexican treaty 
denounced as *‘a job” by such protectionists as 

Judge Kelley, and all reciprocity treaties char- 

acterized by Mr. Tucker, a revenue reformer, 

as invasions of the prerogatives of the House 
of Representatives. It is® regarded as ex- 
tremely improbable by leading men in the 

House that either of the treaties will be 

acted upon at this session. The bill to make 

effective the Mexican treaty can only be 
reached in the House upon a motion to take 
up revenue bills. If such a motion were made 
and agreed to the first bill of the sort to be 
reached would be the Fruit Brandy bill. A great 
many friends of this bill are opposed to the 

Treaty bill, and might vote to consider the 

proposition and relieve the producers of fruit 

brandy with the ‘determination to oppose the 

Treaty bill, The motion to take up the 

latter measure would, if approved, open the 

whole tariff question, and there is a growing dis< 
inclination to go deeply into that question at 
this session. The Senate may ratify the Spanish 
treaty, as they did that with Mexico, but it will 
only be after a long inside seeret debate, in 
which the views of all the Senators on the de- 
tails of the treaty will be given. A great deal of 
time may thus be consumed before the Treaty 
bill can come before the House. ‘ 

The objections of Democrats and Republic- 
ans, as heard so far, are genera) rather than par- 
ticular, as they have had but little time to be- 
come familar with the tariff schedules; but 
they are positive, even without minute reasons. 

The New-York members are generally favor- 

able to the Spanish treaty. A member of the 

Ways and Means Committee said to-day that 

he had made inquiry among his associates 

and was astonished and gratified to find 
that only two members of it—Messrs. Hewitt 
and Hurd—favored the treaty, while one only— 

Mr. Reed, of Maine—was in doubt. Twelve out 

of 15 members are against it unequivocally. The 

same feeling exists toward the Mexican treaty 
and the bill to carry out its provisions, and the 
opponents of both measures expect to be able 
to show in a tew days that it will 
be useless to attempt to obtain the 
consent of the House tu either of them. The 
most frequent objection heard to the Spanish 
treaty is that it will be one-sided in its benefits; 
thatif it should operate to give to the United 
States all of the commerce of the West In- 
dies the benefits would still be largely with 
the Indies, while the loss of revenue to 
the United States could not easily be 
made up in any other’ direction. he 
views of business men in New-York and else- 
where are read with the greatest interest. They 
may help the members in reaching conclusions. 

To those business men who are talking of sus- 

pending operations, or who have suspended, to 

await the action of the Senate and House, it 
would appear that there must be a long holiday. 
for neither of the propositions can be dispose 
of in a hurry.

PROF. SUMNER’S VIEWS. 
COMMERCIAL TREATIES NOT WHAT THY 
COUNTRY NEEDS. 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 9.—Prof. Will- 
iam G. Sumner, of Yale College, was asked to- 
day to give his views regarding the Spanish trade 
treaty. The Professor said: * I would venture 
no opinion as to the practical effect of any com- 
mercial treaty. An economist is not in 
position to speak on that part of the 
subject, such as how the trade in cer- 


tain commodities, sugar and _ tobacco, fot! 
instance, is likely to be effected. I am sure that 
free trude would be best for this country, but ta 
take off a tax here and there on certain things— 
{ can’t tell what to expect. This treaty will 
have the effect to break up the protective tarifl 
system. I would, however, rather have it at- 
tacked broadly. 1 think the tax system might 
be modified entirely from the standpoint of the 
United States, and not by influences from 
anybody else. Congress should make sev- 
eral modifications in the tax laws of 
the country, such as they consider 
best, bearing in some way on all foreign nations. 
That this treaty, if put in force, would have a 
disturbing effect on the general course of traffic 
in commodities like sugar and tobacco I think is 
true. All commercial treaties make trouble 
with other countries not included in the treaty 
provisions. I feel no interestin this. Neither 
the ultra-protectionists nor the ultra-free trad- 
ers approve of those commercial treaties. They 
stand exactly alike in opinion of them. Nobody 
can tell what a commercial treaty will lead to. It 
might turn out disadvantageously, and no free 
trader would, of course, like that. The state- 
ment made in some of the newspapers that re- 
mitting the duties on commodities from Cuba 
would be giving sO much in amount to the 
Cuban producers is all nonsense. If the con- 
sumer of sugar and tobacco does not pay the 
tax the amount does not go tothe Cubans. It 
simply benefits the consumer.” 

In conclusion, Prof. Sumner said he was glad 
the terms of the treaty had been made public, ag 
it would lead toa fuller discussion of the prin- 
ciples of tariff protection, and @ll that was 
wanted to have Congress see the absurdity of the 

yrotective theories was to have them thoroughe 
ly considered.

SCRUTINIZING ITS PROVISIONS, 
ARGUMENTS FOR AND AGAINST THE ADOP 
TION OF THE INSTRUMENT, 

The bearing of the Spanish treaty on the 
“favored nation” clauses of treaties with other 
nations has begun to awaken interest, and was 
discussed yesterday by many others than the 
persons concerned in its stipulations. This clause 
has been commonly inserted in reciprocity trea- 
ties furthe past century. It pledges the parties 
toatreaty to place each other ‘ton the plane 
of the most favored nations” in respect to favors 
that either may grant another nation in subse- 
quent treaties. The question that bas now arisen 
might concern every industry that could be af- 
fected by tariff revision. r 

The Hon. Wiiliam M. Evarts was asked yester- 
day whether, if the provisions of the proposed 
treaty were ratified, other “ most favored na- 
tions” might not demand increased trade facili- 
tics with this country. ‘“‘I have no opinion tc 
express,’ he said, “‘in regard to the Spanish 
treaty. Treaty making is very serious business 
and should be well considered. The rule of law 
in respect to the ‘ favored nation’ clause is clear 
and well understood. If a nation among those 
whose treaties contain the ‘favored nation’ 
clause grants an extension of favors in any 
case, then all the nations are entitled to the 


same favors. But if such nation shall make a 
treaty with another nation, based on an ex- 
change of considerations, the ‘favored nation‘ 
clause does not apply.”

g8 are now received here free of duty from 
Canada, Denmark, selgium, Germany, France, 
and other foreign countries. Cuba und Porto 
Rico are not exporters. Therefore the Jeading 
dealersin eggs here cannot see how their busi- 
ness can be injured. Thomas Wright, of the 
firm of N. D. Hare & Co., Chambers-street, said 
that he supposed that producers and shippers 
in this country were in favor of the imposition 
of a duty on foreign eggs. Commission mer- 
chants were indifferent in the matter, being sim- 
ply engaged in their sale to consumers. Mr. 
right believed that it would be vastly better if 
this staple and nutritious article should be plen- 
tiful and consequently low priced and be always 
in the reach of the laboring classes. He had 
never heard of any importations of eggs from 
Cuba and Porto Kico. 

Fresh fruit is another article meutioned in*the 
treaty as free of duty. The only important arti- 
cles in this line coming from Cuba and Porto 
Rico are oranges, bananas, and pineapples, -Tbhe 
importations of the two last mentioned articles 
are not large, and our own Floridaand Louisiana 
oranges are superior to the fruit grown in the 
Spanish Isles. Florida oranges in the season for 
the fruit are always abundant. : 

A feeling was found among business men, 
ponaes. that the treaty with Spain, instead ot 

ing designed to benefit the people of this 
country, had been gotten up in the interest of 
a certain number of jobbers and to help out the 
Cuban planters and their creditors by enabling 
the sugar growers to obtain better prices for 
their products. A prominent merchant said 
that the Cuban sugar planters bad for a number 
of years been raising sugar at a loss, and were 
Mnancially embarrassed. Many of them had 
mortgaged their plantations,and a number of 
mortgages were held by business men in 
this city, and several capitalists here had even 
assumed the airection of plantations in Cuba. 
These planters saw no other way of getting out 
of their financial embarrassments than by ob- 
taining better prices for their sugar, and in view 
of the competition with other sugar-producing 
countries this could only be accomplished by 
obtaining special privileges, and shipping their 
sugar to this country either duty free or at a 
very great reduction from the present tariff. 
They therefore exerted all their influence to get 
the insertion of that clause into the treaty by 
which Cuban sugars should be admitted free into 
this country. 

Among the firms in this city holding mortgages 
on sugar plantations in Cuba there were men- 
tioned those of Moses Taylor & Co., Solon Hum- 
phreys, of E.D. Morgan & Co., and_Rivera, 
Cardoze & Co. Mr. Turnure, of Moses Taylor & 
Co., said his firm did not hold any mortgages on 
the property there because a Cuban plantation 
Was very much like an elephant on one’s hands, 
as it was almost impossible to sell it under the 
present condition of affairs in that island. There 
was, however, money owing it in Cuba, and one 
planter in particular was indebted to it, but the 
firm did not hold any mortgage on his property. 
Mr. Rivera said that he did hold mortgages on 
Cuban plantations, and that there was a num- 
ber of other business men in this city who held 
mortgages amounting to millions of dollars on 
Cuban plantations. Of course, if the treat 
passed, the planters would be greatly benetited, 
and would see a way to a release from their em- 
barrassments. 

Another gentleman said that the Cuban plant- 
ers were embarrassed not only or the debts that 
they owed to business men in this country and 
elsewhere, but the taxes which Spain imposed 
upon Cuban commerce and industries were so 
heavy that snag absorbed nearly all if not the 
entire profits. While the people of this country 
would, to some extent, profit by the reduction 
of duties, the balance of the benefit wouid go to 
Spain. The $20,000,000 that were now. derived 
from the duties on Cuban sugars would, for the 
greater part, go inte the pockets of the plant- 
ers, and, through that medium, find its 
way into the coffers of the Spanish 
Government. Of course the planters would, by 
the abolition of the sugar tax in their favor, be 
able to compete successfully with other sugar- 
producing countries, and the sugar industry in 
Cuba would receive such a stimulus that in a 
few years the annual production would be 
doubled; but the gentleman failed tosce how the 
people at large in the United States were going 
to be benefited. The Cuban planters would sell 
their sugar just a point below what other sugar- 
producing countries could afford to do, handi- 
capped by the high duties that they have to 
pay at our posts, but the reduction in 
the price of sugar, as far as the con- 
sumers are concerned, would be very 
emali. There wasstill another question that 
might come up for solution. A very large 
guantity of sugar that is imported here trom 
Cuba is brought over by Swedish and Norwegian 
small vessels and Engiish ocean tramp ships, 
while nearly all the sugar brought here from the 
Kast Indies and the Brazils come here in Ameri- 
carl bottoms. By the provisions of the treaty, 
sugar from Cuba and Porto Kico was to be 
brought here only in American and Spanish 
bottoms, and that meant a discrimination 
against vessels flying the British flag. Now, it 
would not be unnatural if England, in view of 
this discrimination made against her vessels, 
should retaliate by discriminating against 
American ships that traded with the East Indies. 

William A. Gellatly, of the firm of Schieffelin 
& Co., druggists, in speaking about the effects 
the treaty might have upon the drug trade, 
thought that the language of the treaty was not 
plain. Class C of schedule B enumerated among 
other articles **substances used in chemical in- 
dustries, drugs, cotton and other oil seeds, and 
products of the same, except oil bark.”” It did 
not say whether the drugs and chemical and 
pharmaceutica! preparations tbat were the 
productions only ot the two countries should be 
tree or whether drugs that were imported into 
this country should be admitted free into Cuba. 
There were many drugs that were indigenous 
to this country, and others that were 
imported and again exported, cither in their 
crude state or as chemical and pharmaceutical 
preparations. A large quantity of drugs in bond 
were exported to Cuba, especially of opium, 
and if this were admitted duty free the Cubans 
might buy more from us and less from London. 
Uniess it were understood that all kinds of drugs 
and chemicals, whether grown or produced here 
or brought here from other countries, were to 
be imported free of duty into Cuba, Mr. Gellatly 
could not see how our Government-or the coun- 
try could profit by the treaty as faras drugs, 
&c., were concerned. But legisiation would 
havetorid the drug trade still further if the 
Government wanted it to succeed in Cuba, and 
chemists and pharmaceutists ought to be allowed 
to use alcohol free of tax in the manufacture of 
certain articles, especially perfumery, and thus 
enabie them to compete successfully with 
European manufacturers, whojare able to sell 
that class of goods in Cuba cheaper than Ameri- 
ans.

A FAVORABLE VIEW OF THE TREATY. 
From the Boston Journal. 

The provisions of the proposed treaty in 
regard to the shipment of the products of the 
two countries are very important, since to se- 
cure the advantages of the treaty they must be 
shipped in vessels belonging entirely to citizens 
of the United States and Spain, and must be 
officered by citizens of the two countries. This 
is regarded as a decided udvantage to the ship- 
ving interests of the United States, because it is 
claimed that it will insure to its shipowners 
the carrying trade between this country 
and Cubs, from. which they are now 
practically debarred by discriminating duties 
and other burdensome regulations. At the 
present time this large carrying trade is 
done very largely by British ships. Hitherto 
our commerce with Cuba has been harassed by 
the exactions of Spanish officials. This treaty, 
in the most explicit terms, provides for the pro- 
tection of American ships, freight, and trade, 
and secures to American citizens, their property, 
and their trade, tull protection while in Cuba. 
In brief, the provisions of the treaty seem to be 
carefully drawn so as to protect American citi- 
zens, commerce, and trade from the annoying 
and arbitrary exactions which have so long been 
the great cause of complaint. 

A BRILLIANT STROKE OF ENTERPRISE. 
From the Brooklyn Union. 

It is satisfactory to find the discussion of 
the proposed commercial treaty with Spain con- 
ducted without reference to the abstract merits 
of tree trade or protection. But for a brilliant 
stroke of enterprise on the part of THE NEw- 
York TrIMEs it would not, before its considera- 
tion by the Senate, have been open to discus- 
sionatall. The spirit in which it has been taken 
up by the press and the business interests which 
it directly concerns, no less than the very heavy 
draft it is calculated to make on the national 
revenues, show the absurdity of assuming that 
any such agreement can be most rittingly dis- 
cussed in the comparative privacy of execu- 
tive sessions of the Senate. The enter- 
prise of THE ‘Times will have a doubly 
satisfactory resuit if it puts an end 
to the traditional sacredness of a treaty without 
respect to its origin or subject matter. Here is 
an instrument which makes a larger reduction 
of our surplus revenue than the Morrison bill 
attempted and which affects at least one impor- 
tant industry so seriously as to threaten its con- 
tinuance, which might yet have been imposed 
on the country by a snap vote in the Senate, 
without any one, even those responsible for its 
negotiation and ratification, having any clear 
ideas of its practical effect. Its pubilcation in a 
newspaper will do ten times more for its intelli- 
gent discussion than months of executive ses- 
sions, and sugar retiners and cicarmakers have a 
far better security against derangement of their 
business in the fact that the treaty has been 
made public property than from any reliance on 
the wisdom of the Sennte or the slowness of the 
House to make the treaty operative by enabling 
legislation. 
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AN ADVOCATE OF THE TREATY. 
Jo the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The reciprocity treaty. just negotiated 
between our Minister at Madrid and the Span- 
ish Government, and referring exclusively to 
trade between this country and the islands of 
Cuba and Porto Rico, has elicited much com- 
ment inthe newspapers and in interested trade 
circles, though hardly more than is demanded 
by the importance of the subject and the radical 
change in our economic laws which would be 
its unavoidable conseguence. 

The text of the treaty has not yet been pub- 
lished, but it seems understood that its principal 
points are: 

First—The free entry of sugar and molasses 
and possibly of manufactured tobacco from 
those islands into our ports. 

Second—A reduction in duties on some other 
articles entered here. 

Third—The free entry into those islands of 
more of the raw products and some of the 
manufactures of this country. 

Fourth—A reduction in duties on other articles 
entered there. 

Fifth—The prohibition of export duties or 
municipal imposts being laid on these goods in 
cither country other than may be now existing. 

Sirth—The limitation of these pr vileges to 
goods carried under the national flags of this 
country and of Spain. 

Seventh—The abolition of tonnage or other 
dues on vessels of one country entering and 
leaving the other. 

Kighth—An undertaking that neither country 
shali allow similar privileges to any other coun- 


try except on the granting of the same reci- 
procity as embodied in this treaty. 

Here indeed isa new departure for the com- 
merce of the world, and inaugurated, too, be- 
tween two countries which hitherto have been 
behind most others in the proper development of 
politicaleconomy. The conception of this treaty 
is novel and bold beyond*measure, and it re- 
tiects the greatest credit on Mr. Foster that he 
succeeded not only in inducing our own Gov- 
ernment to take so novel and untried a step, but 
that he obtained from the unwilling hands of 
the Spanish Government and “home people” (if 
I may use such expression) the ratification of a 
treaty which benetits the colonies at the expense 
of the mother country, and which will forever 
dry up the source from which so much 
money has_ fiown, not only into the 
imperial coffers, but into the ready 
palms of officials and politicians at home und 
abroad. Should this treaty be ratified by Con- 
gress the immediate effect of its operation would 
be to relieve about two-thirds of our import of 
sugars from the popes of duty, and of a duty 
which, at presen ices, is equal to 8U per cent. 
of what the producer ei! receives for his 
sugar, and the aggregate of which has been esti- 
mated at: $30,000,000, while at the same time our 
exports to those islands, large as this increase 
would be, will look small and insignificant as 
compared with sugar, and the advantages of the 
treaty, at first blush, would seem to be entirely 
on the side of the islands. 

This phase of the business has been promptly 
taken hold of by all opponents of the treaty, 
and the folly of giving so much while getting so 
little has been shown up to their hearts’ content, 
while all benefits to accrue to us from the treaty 
have been belittled or ignored. There is no use 
denying tliat the immediate benefits to be de- 
rived by the islanders from the treaty are much 
larger than those which will accrue to this coun- 
try, but it seems to me that its ultimate benefits 
will at least be equal and probably larger for 
this country, and as the idea of statesmanship 
embodies not only the recognition of what is 
good for one's country now, but even moreso 
the sagacity to perceive and to realize what will 
be most beneficial in the future, so I have no 
doubt that this treaty once ratified 2 few years 
will demonstrate how vastly superior is Mr. 
Foster's statesmanship to that of his critios. It 
should be borne in mind that this country has 
been rich and prosperous for years, and that our 
present.consumption per capita is probably as 
great as it will be for many yearstocome. The 
advantages which the planter will enjoy in the 
beginning will therefore probably be as great as 
they willever be. They will not grow, while on 
the other hand, the islands, partly from their 
impoverished condition, partly from almost pro- 
hibitory duties, have drawn but lightly of our 
products and manufactures, and, under the 
operation of the treaty, our advantages, now 
comparatively insignificant, promise to con- 
stantly increase. 

It bas been stated, and truthfully so, that 
Cuba and Porto Rico will give us some 650, 
tons of sugar out of a total requirement for 
this country of 1,000,000 tons, and it has been ar- 
gued from this that, asthe price of sugar here 
must be governed by the cost of that portion of 
our imports which bas to pay a duty, therefore 
the whole of the saving in duty will go into the 

ockets of the planter. There is much plausi- 
Biniey inthis argument, andif the world stood 
still instead of being a body which moves 
pretty rapidly it would be what is vulgarly 
called a “clincher,” and I might save the 
trouble of writing this letter,. for in that 
case it would be folly indeed to ratify the 
treaty, But will this happen? In discussing 
this question I have no guide except human 
nature and experience. and these tell me that

so enormous a crop, made too in an impovished 
and indebted country, cannot possibly be mar- 
keted at a profit of 80 per cent. in spite of the 
fact that papodr can profitably undersell it at 
such profits! ‘The desire to realize, the wish not 
to remain behind, wili press the produce of the 
islands on our market, and the result must be 
the establishment of low prices, of much lower 
prices than what the producers of the re- 
maining 350,000 tons can sell at.- Our con- 
sumers. will not pay them more than 
the equivalent value of Cuba sugars, and, as they 
rely even more on our market than we rely 
on their sugar the result will be that they will 
be obliged to sei} us their sugar at a severe loss, 
or, that they try to make a similar arrangement 
with vs,as Spain hasdone. Already several of 
the West India Islands are knocking at our door, 
and i ,enture the prediction that within two 
yeare from the ratification of the Spanish treaty 
ve shall have similar treaties with sufficient 
other producers, al! granting us the same privi- 
leges as to allow our entire rcauirements of su- 
gar to come in free! 

The following countries, all within easy reach 
of us, are producing more than the required 
850,000 tons, viz.:

And with these entering free on the reciprocity 
principle, where, then, will be the advantage 
which the Spanish Antilles now are to have? I 
have said above that the advantages to those 
islands would not grow. I may say now that 
they will dwindle away and disappear, for is it 
not self-evident that the moment we can get all 
our supply without the payment of duty, vrices 
will come down to the level of the cost of pro- 
duction, plus a fair profit for the handling of the 
crops, and our people will then have, as they 
ought to have, all the adyantage of the relin- 
quished duty, while the sugar-producing coun- 
tries will have similar advantages through their 
imports from us, with that difference in our 
favor that this demand,so long kept back by 
adverse iegislation, will grow in a much greater 
ratio than ours can do? 

It may be said by the opponents of the treaty 
that we should postpone its ratification until 
similar treaties had been made with other coun- 
tries,sO as to immediately reap the full benefit, 
but this, I fear, will not be practicable because 
I do not believe that asingle important reci- 
procity treaty could be made if the Spanish 
treaty should not be promptly ratified. All 
these sugar-producing countries are more or less 
impecunious, all have large debts, and all rely 
upon their import duties for defraying the 
necessary expenses of government. None of 
them will be willing to forego them until forced 
to dd so, and nothing will force them but neces- 
sity, and necessity there will be for them if the 
Spanish treaty has once been put into operation. 
It must have cost immense persuasion to make 
Spain agree tothistreaty. The others are just 
as loth to lose their only reliable source of in- 
come,and yetthey will be much more at our 
mercy than Spain was, and, especially Brazil, 
much more able to consume of our produce and 
manufactures. 

One word more as to the duty of our Govern- 
ment in relation to this treaty. When received 
itshould be promptly communicated to Con- 
gress, itshould be immediately considered and 
passed upon by the Senate, and, if ratified, 
should besent to the House forimmediate action. 
The interests touched by this treaty are so enor- 
mous, uncertainty as toits fate would beso disas- 
trous, that its immediate rejection would prob- 
ably be less hurttul to our commerce than a 
postponement of final action to the end 
of the present or _ possibly some _ time 
in the next Congress. If ratified it 
should, if possible, go into operation 
at once, as the perioc between thisgand the end 
of January isthe time when, in the nature of 
things, the stocks of sugars in aljl hands are 
smallest, and there is an additional incentive 
this season, in the low level to which prices of 
sugar have fallen, and which makes it as cer- 
tain as such things can be that there will be no 
time hereafter when such a treaty could be put 
into operation with less disturbance than now. 
Should this prove impossible, then the enforce- 
ment should be postponed to the Ist of January, 
1886, so as to relieve the trade from losses which 
would be unavoidablefif it were to go into oper- 
ation in the middle of the season. 

1 would still touch upon the effect of the na- 
tional tlag clause in the treaty. This has been 
made light of, and we have been threatened with 
a wholesale transfer of foreign vessels under the 
Spanish flag, but the treaty is said to expressly 
»rovide against such evasion, and asI have never 
reard that we could not compete at seca with the 
Spaniards, Il opine that by far the greatest part 
of the boon of that clause will inure to our bene- 
fit. With 650,000 tons of sugar to bring here, with 
ever-increasing outward freights, and with the 
tonnage dues saved, I should say the treaty must 
benefit our merchant murine and the Spanish by 
some five dollars per ton at least, and the $3,000,- 
000 thus earned will be very welcome to the toil- 
ers of the sea. M.

VIEWS OF MR. J. S. MOORE. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times : 

The text of the Spanish treaty published 
in your journal to-day is, first, a very creditable 
piece of journalistic enterprise, for which, no 
doubt, you will receive full recognition from the 
public. The treaty as signed by the Spanish 
authorities and the American Minister is cer- 
tainly a very lucid and painstaking work, which 
reflects much credit on the framers. 

The next question is,Can the United States, 
without detriment to its own interests, accept 
the treaty as it now stands? I shall point outa 
few objections, which may, after all, not be con- 
sidered fatal. Butthere is one objection which 
I shall conclusively show hereafter that will 
make thé treaty inadmissuble, unless the difficul- 
ty can be overcome by legislation. 

Article I. provides as follows: ** And, more- 
over, provided always that the said articles or 
merchandise be transported directly from the 
said isles to the United States in bottoms which 
shall be the exclusive property of citizens of the 
United States, or of Spanish citizens, and whose 
officers shall be, respectively, citizens of said 
United States or of Spain.” 

Here we see at once the old pigtail of the ship- 
ping restrictions sticking out, as it must be 
obvious that a restriction of this kind, that only 
allows the free carrying trade in their own built 
vessels to the two contracting powers, cannot 
be beneficial to commerce. And the time for 
liberal shipping laws is now universally ac- 
knowledged to have arrived. 

Article V. of the treaty has this clause: ‘* In the 
Spanish islands and ae of Cuba and Porto 
Rico no new or higher export duty or tax than 
is established by the taritfs now in force shall be 
imposed. Any rebate which may be made in 
said tariffs, in respect to export duties, shall be 
applied immediately to merchandise referred to 
in schedule ‘A.’ Inthe United States no export 
duty or tax shall be imposed upon the articles or 
merchandise reterrea to in schedules ‘ B’ and 
wemny 

There seems to be a well-grounded belief that 
this so-called export duty in Cuba is now so 
onerous that the proposed treaty will do much 
to insure this tax to the Spanish Govern- 
ment. The export duty is 40 cents per 100 
kilos for centrifugal sugars, which is about 18 
cents per 100 pounds; and, therefore, an export 
of 1,300,000,000 pounds of sugar amounts to $2,340,- 
000. But there are, no doubt, other internal 
revenue taxes connected with the export trade 
in Cuba which we cannot know and detine. A)l 
this onerous tax is kept inviolate, and all this, 
of course, the consumers of Cuban producein the 
United States are expected to shoulder ana in- 
sure, unless this great Cuban proluce is subject 
to the law of competition with similar products 
trom other countries. 

Now, as tothe reduction of the duty on flour. 
The present duty is $4 60 a barrel. This is to be 
reduced $1 60a barrel. Our export of flour to 
Cuba and Porto ico is about 310,000 barrels an- 
nually. Now, suppose we should double this ex- 
port, which is indeed a very sanguine view, and 
our exports of flour to Cuba and Porto Rico 
should be 600,000 barrels, the remission of Cuban 
duty would be $96,000, whereas her export 
duty on sugar alone would remain, if only 
1,300,000,000 pounds were exported from there, at 
$2,340,000. ut the main trouble with this treaty 
is that we would make two duties on our sugar 
imports; that is, give the right to Cuba to send 
us 1,300,000,000 pounds of sugar free of duty, 
while we would exact 2 cents a pound on sugar 
imported from all other nations, and which, in 
fact, is about half of our consumption. 

It is dificult to reconcile such a state of 
things. Such astep would, far from being in 
thedirection of free trade, create a vast mo- 
nopoly. Cuba would become the real sugar- 
growing country of the United States, and 
would play with us, as regards prices, supply, 
and manipulation, as she pleases. In fact, by 
adopting this course we simply give up the raw 
sugar competition of the world and place the 
monopoly inthe hands of Cuba. There is, of 
course, a sure and perfect remedy to this, and 
that is to make al) kinds of sugar, raw as well as 
refined, free of duty. In that case we will have 
the competition of all the sugar-growing coun- 
tries, and our sugar market would indeed be- 
come the most important in the world. I shall 
have something more to say about this pro- 
posed treaty, and go elaborately into the im- 
— and exports of the two respective coun- 

ries. 

I don’t see any unsurmountable difliculty as 
faras tobacco and the rest of the commodities are 
concerned, and with the single exception of the 
sugar clause, I consider the treaty a step inthe 
right direction, beneficial as well to Cuba as to 
our owh commerce and industry.

SOME EFFECTS OF THE 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

THE Times has, by giving us, regardless 
of expense, the contents of the proposed Spanish 
treaty, well deserved the thanks of the people at 
large. At last we, the merchants, the manu- 
facturers, whose interests are at stake, see 
what it means. The Spanish Government, after 
careful study of the depression existing in Cuba, 
knowing well the factsand figures, comes out 
with areally shrewd and well-made document. 
The Spanish Secretary of State, acting as attor- 
ney for the Cuban planters and cigar manufact- 
urers, knows exactly what he wants and why he 
wantsit. The American Minister in Madrid, as 
usual, does not know anything about mercantile 
matters, and, in fine contrast with the other 
party, never asked or cared for any opinion. 
Western politicians know everything about 
everything; they can make silver dollars wortn 
83 cents; they can make water run up hil! if 
necessary. 

But let us examine practically the fine result 
of Mr. Foster's diplomatic skill. On ono side we 
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let in Cuban sugar free. In plain English, it 
means this: The American people, considering 
the hare times the Cuban planters are having 


and their inability to sell their sugar in Europe,. 


because it is higher than beet sugar, agree 
to buy it at the Havana price and to prevent 
cheap sugar in the United States. The 
American Fyne will continue to put a heavy 
duty on all sugar that may be offered for less 
money in other countries. About tobacco and 
cigars the treaty means really this: The Amer- 
ican — agree to cease manufacturing what 
is called seed and Havana cigars; they agree to 
levy a duty on the Havana tobacco so that the 
Havana manufacturer will keep the monopoly of 
supplying the world with cigars made wholly of 
Cuban leaf; then, again, the United States agrees, 
by reducing to one-half the duties on cigars 
madein Havana, to shut upall the American 
fac.ories using American wrappers as substitute 
for Cuban wrappers. To the uninitiated (and 
Mr. Foster is one of them) I submit the follow-

So, formerly the American smoker bought at 
the retail price of 10 cents either an imported ci- 
gar costing 7% cents ora clear Havana domestic 
cigar costing 644 cents or a seed and Havana ci- 
gar costing 544 cents. Now he will buy 
again for 10 cents an imported cigar cost- 
ing the dealer 5% cents. The .domestic 
cigar costing now proportionally more 
gets wiped out.as no dealer will buy domestic 
cigars at $56 87 and $50 15 when hecan get im- 
ported cigars considered the best at $55 75 per 
thousand. Our manufacturing now has to be 
done in Havana under the Foster treaty. But 
will the public get a better cigar? Notatall. 
As soon as the treaty is ratified Havana tobacco 
will increase 10 or 20 per cent. or more, just the 
same as Cuban sugar will, because it has no 
longer any competition here. Consequently, the 
raw material increasing in price, the Havana 
manutacturer will charge more. 

Now, after hurting thus all farmers raising 
fine American wrappers, which nobody wants 
any more, the Havana ones being the best, and 
after closing our cigar factories, what do we re- 
ceive in exchange? The privilege of sell- 
ing our goods free oft os to 500,000 peo- 
ple. Mr. Foster, among other things, man- 
ages to get for us free importation of cattle 
in Cuba. Does he think that Cubans will buy 
them in France? but of the wnole Cuban popu- 
lation there is not half a million of people hav- 
ing the wants of a civilized community. We sell 
these people the monopoly of sugar and good 
cigars for atrifle. Why, the duties we collect 
in one year from those two articless are more 
than all these people buy in a_e year 
from all the world,excepting Spain. If we want 
foreign trade—and we do most decidedly—why 
not, for instance, let sugar come in free from all 
parts, so as to give the benefit to our people, and 
then tell Spain, ‘We have taken off duties on 
sugar for all; now if you do not admit 
our flour free, we will discriminate against 
you and shut you out.” And if we 

ave to reduce duties on cigars, why then not 
give ourown manufacturers the raw material 
free, so that they can compete in the world’s 
markets? ‘The Cuban tobacco is the best; it 
cannot be replaced by American tobacco any 
more than Burgundy wines by whisky. Why 
impose upon it such a duty that we cannot use 
it in competition with foreign manufacturers ? 

Whatever Cuba buys in France, Spain, and 
England it will keep buying from those coun- 
tries. We cannot furnish to Cuba Spanish wines 
at 25 cents a gallon, English ales, French deli- 
eacies, and European luxuries. They can buy 
from us only what we can offer to them, and 
that they buy already now, viz., petroleum, 
hardware, American machinery. The Cuban 
will get all these things cheaperif free of duty 
there; our price here will not change, but the 
Cubans will get from us good prices for their 
protected sugar and cigars. If this is what 

fr. Foster calls the peaceful conquest 
of Spanish trade by the United States *- South 
America, another victory like that wt.t probably 
finish us. The writer is interested in vhis treaty; 
he admits it freely and has manufactured cigars 
in both countries. But he does not care if we 
are drifting or not to free trade; he cares only 
for a common sense system that will allow _

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METHODISTS GREET EACH OTHER. 


A RECEPTION TO THE DELEGATES OF THE 
CENTENNIAL CONFERENCE. 
BALTIMORE, Dec. 9.—A reception to the 
delegates to the Centennial Conference of Meth- 
odism, which will begin to-morrow, was held to- 
night at the First Methodist Episcopal Church, 


Mr. Germon H. Hunt presiding. Among the 
more prominent delegates present were Bishops 
Foster, of Boston; Fowler, of San Francisco; 
Andrews, of Washington, allof the Methodist 
Episcopal Church; Granberry, of Virginia, and 
Wilson, of Baltimore, of the Methodist Church 
South; Wayman, of the African Methodist Epis- 
copal Church; Prof. J.C. Price, D, D., (colored,) of 
the Methodist Zion Church of North Carolina, 
and the Rev. M. C. Briggs, of California; the 
Hev. Mr. Gardner. of Canada; the Rey. Dr. Me- 
Ferrin, of Nashville, and the Rev. Dr. Parks, of 
Georgia. Fully 3800 delegates were present. 
Bishop Andrews made the address of weicome, 
and stated that at the General Conference of the 
Methodist Church South at Atlanta in 1878 the 
subject of a general gathering of all the 
branches of the Methodist Church in 1884 
was determined upon, and Baltimore was 
selected as the point at which the meet- 
ing should be held. And the Methodists 
of Baltimore had assembled to greet their breth- 
ren with a cordial greeting. In the city of Balti- 
more the first society was organized, the first 
chapel was built, and in 1784 the first Conference 
was held. Baltimore then had a population of 
less than 10,000, and now it has expanded to a 
population of 850,000, and the church had grown 
withit. Inthatearly day the Methodists were 
but a handfulin Baltimore, but now they num- 
ber 27,500, and the whole church numbers nearly 
4,000,000. 

The Rev. Dr. McFerrin, of the Church South, 
responded to the address of welcome. He said he 
was the‘’only one present who attended the Gen- 
eral Conferences as a delegate in 1836 and 1840. 
He had for 65 years been a Methodist, and for 60 
years an itinerant minister, and asked if there 
was one present who could beat his record. 
He remembered the earlier days of Meth- 
odism, when the churches were not s0 
fine as at the present day, when there 
were no railroads, but the preachers had to ride 
through the country, and returned to their 
homes with saddle bags filled with}such things as 
they could pick upin their circuits. He loved 
the Methodist doctrine of justification by fait, 
and he hopedthe church would never depart 
from it. He had come to Baltimore to meet his 
brethren, and to mingle with them in song and 
prayer, forgetful of all differences that may have 
occurred in the past. 

Tne Rev. Dr. J.C. Price spoke of the great work 
Methodism had accomplished. It had gone to Af- 
rica,tne dark land of his race, it had found a foot- 
hold in China and in India, and to the islands of 
the sea its missionaries had carried the Gospel, 
and it had done more.

THE CONTEST AT THE NEW-EN- 
GLAND ROAD’S MBETING. 

AN EXCITING SESSION ENDING IN THE ELEC- 
TION OF DIRECTORS FAVORABLE TO 
THE PRESENT MANAGEMENT. 

Boston, Dec. 9.—The annual meeting of 
the stockholders of the New-York and New- 
England Railroad to-day was, as wus ex- 
pected, largely attended, and the ballot 
for Directors was preceded by a most 
animated discussion, in which the opposition to 
the present arrangement freely expressed itself 
and Receiver Clark and others in accord with his 
management as freely answered their critics. 
The meeting was held in the Meionaon, 
the smaller hall in the ‘Tremont Tcm- 
ple Building, the Railroad Building having 
no room large enough to accommodate 
it. Two tickets for Directors were in circula- 
tion. That of the opposition to the present ar- 
rangement was completed only this forenoon, 
the leaders, in consultation the evening before, 
having failed to reach an agreement upon it. 

On both of the tickets were the names of 
William Seward Webb, New-York; George M. 
Rice, Worcester; Jesse Metcalf, Providence; 
Robert ©. Martin and Chester Griswold, New- 
York; William F. Sayles, Pawtucket, R.I., and 
Alexander J. Leith, New-York. The ticket 
of the present management bore in addi- 
tion the names of William T. Hart, Boston; 
Charles P. Clark, Newton; Francis L. Higgin- 
son, Boston; Eustace C. Fitz, Chelsea; George M. 
Landers, New-Britain, Conn.; George P. Haven, 
Cyrus W. Field, and Russell Sage, New-York; 
Stanton Blake, Boston; William B. Dinsmore, 
New-York, and William E. Tower, Boston. 
On the opposition ticket there were also the 
names of Jonas H. French, Clarence H. 
Venner, George A. Alden, Warren K. 
Blodgett, Nathan L. Eaton, and Paul H. 
Kendricken, Boston: David Dows and R. Suy- 
dam Grant, New-York; William B. Franklin, 
Hartford, Conn., and Vernon P. Noyes, Burling- 
ton, Vt. President Hart occupied the chair and 
opened the proceedings without remarks. He 
submitted the annual report, which was given 
to the public one day ago. 

After the brief formalities of the opening, 
Matthew Bolles moved that the meeting proceed 
to ballot for Directors. W. E. L. Dilloway 
promney objected, because he said there should 

rst be afull discussion of the company’s affairs. 

The road was now ina state of suspended ani- 

mation and aboard should be chosen which, 

first of all, would be in the interest of this road 
and not some other, and would have the capacity 
to restore the business and provide for the debt. 

Presicent Hart defended Judge Shipman, who 
had appointed the Receiver. Whenever it could 
he shown that the debt had been provided for he 
would entertain an application for the discharge 
of the Receiver and the restoration of the prop- 
erty to the stockholders within an hour. In his 
opinion the stock was worth more to-day than 
when it was sold for 80. 

Henry i. Hyde pleaded for harmony and 
moved asa substitute for Mr. Bolles’s motion 
the appointment of a committee consisting of 
F. L. Higginson, Jonas H. French, R. C. Martin, 
George M. Rice, and C. H. Vennor to try 
to agree upon a_ satisfactory compro- 
mise ticket. Several stockholders objected 
to this as impracticable. or as in the 
interest of the opposition to the present arrange- 
ment, and others favoredit. Mr. Hyde protested 
that his only object in making the peqgeusien 
was to secure harmony, as he had said. hen the 
discusion became general. Robert C. Martin, of 
New-York, whosaid he represented for himself 
and others, 20,000 shares, defended the manage- 
ment, ** Here are tixed charges amountiug to over 
$1,250,000. This year the net earnings, inspite of an 
increase were insufficient to meet them. ‘The 
Receiver has been criticised for this, but a large 
deficit existed before he camein. They say he 
has refused business. Gentlemen don’t stop to 
think that the Erie has become bankrupt in 
doing the business that he has refused. This 
year, by refusing to haul business at a loss, the 
net earnings have been increased $35,000. The 
trouble with this property is that it is over- 
loaded. The fixed charges are too great.” 

C. H. Venner believed he misjudged the stock- 
holders having the interest of the road at heart 
if he thought they would keep in power a Board 
of Directors who promised to take careof the 
property and whose very first act was to plunge 
itinto bankruptcy. He argued that Mr. Clark’s 
management was not fair to the New-York and 
New-England Road, but was more in the interest 
of the New-Haven Road. 

Mr. Clark next took the floor. He said his 
hands were clean inside and outside, and that in 
no act, in no thought,in nothing that he had 
done or left undone, had he done anything but 
what he believed to be for the interest of the 
property. Hecontinued: **I don’t beheve it to 
be in its interest to make quotations foritin 
the stock market. There has not been one 
thing done for a temporary purpose, and since 
I have been your President I have not invested 
in your stock. I have kept quiet under accusa- 
tions which meant that I was a rascal, because I 
felt that I should subordinate my individuality. 
It is for your sake that I have kept still. 
It is for your sake that I shall keep still 
to-day, when the invitation is so cordial that 
I should expose to you the methodsand the man- 
agement and circumstances under which I found 
this property. When I went down to its office 
the morning after I was elected, at your Jast an- 
nual meeting, Isought to find out its actual busi- 
ness condition. I ascertained it was such that 
no honest man could take of another a gallon 
of oil, a pound of coal, or any article of mer- 
chandise whatever. No man could receive them 
for you and be honest. There was no possibility 
of keeping your property as a unit without the 
intervention of a Receivership of some kind, 
and that Receivership was never thought 
of, or suggested, or planned for, cr pro- 
vided, or contemplated in any way, except 
as the necessity for it was developed trom day to 
day. This Receivership was obtained only in the 
interest of the New-York and New-England 
Railroad. That road is operated on the basis 
of not how much damaye can we do our 
neighbor, but how much money can we 
make ourseif?” Mr. Clark stated that 
in 1879 the debt of the company was $5,000,000; 
in 1883 it was $18,000,000, while its net earnings 
had fallen from $524,000 to $428,000: that the Re- 
ceivership had been sought in Connecticut be- 
cause the greater part of the property was 
in that State; that no default had as yet 
occurred which was fatal tothe interest of the 
company, and that the first rock ahead was the 
expiration of the six months’ default upon the 
second mortgage bonds. He would like to know 
whether the holders of these bonds proposed or 
did not propose to fund their coupons. 

Col. J. H. French said that be had nothing to 
say about Mr. Clark asa man, but he did object 
to his methods of management. He reminded 
the stockholders that they hold an equity in this 
property, and it would be theirs if there was 
anything left of it when the Receiver got 
through with it. His only object in this con- 
test was to secure a board of Directors that 
would sustain the Receiver, if he should be 
honest, in his efforts to secure the immediate 
payment otf the debt, which could be done by 
——s $220.000 of second mortgage bonds, 

Mr. Hyde’s motion was lost and Mr. Bolles’s 
was carried. The balioting then took place and 
an adjournment was had. On reassembling it 
was tound that the counting of the ballots had 
not been completed. Another adjournment was 
taken until 5, and then, the count not yet being 
finished, still another adjournment until &, 
At 8:30 o’clock, it being evident that the size of 
the vote cast would prolong for some time the 
work of counting the ballots, another ad- 
journment was taken until 10 o’clock. At 
10:30 the Committee on Balloting made 
its report, showing that the entire Clark ticket, 
so-called, was elected by a very substantial ma- 
jority. The whole number otf votes cast was 
153,268; necessary for a choice, 76,682. As a 
test of the relative strength of the two 
tickets the vote cast for William T’. Hart 
was 103,288, while the vote cast tor Col, Jonas 
H. French, the leader of the opposition, was 
69,080. The entire board as elected is as fol- 
lows: William T. Hart, Boston; Charles

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DISPUTED RIGHTS 1N READING. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 9.—The controversy 
between the Philadelphia and Reading and the 
Pennsylvania Schuylkill Valley Railroad Com- 
panies at Reading wages with great vigor. The 
Schnylkill Valley, taking advantage of the 
Berks County Court’s decision in its favor on 
Monday, proceeded with all speed to-day to com- 
plete the laying of itstracks.

WISCONSIN CENTRAL ENTERPRISE. 
THE NEW ST. PAUL EXTENSION AND THE 
COMPLICATIONS IT MAY CAUSE. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 9.—The near 
completion of the Wisconsin Central's new St. 
Paul extension threatens to involve the North- 
western poo! in the most serious trouble it has 
ever known. The construction force on the 
new line has crossed the St. Croix River, and 
willenter St. Paul one week from to-day. The 
extension has been completed at a cost of $2,5 
000. The money was secured by President 
Charles L. Colby from Boston capitalists. Regu- 
lar trains will probably be running over the 
new line by Jan. 1. The new Ine was com~- 
menced last Spring, and is an extension of the 


road from Abbotsford to Chippewa Falls, which 
was built by the Wisconsin Central people four 
years ago. It runs from the iatter station in an 
almost due west line to St. Paul, being parallel 
with the Omaha line, which lies about 12 miles 
to the south of it most of the way. The teneth 
of the extension from Chippewa Falls to St. 
Paul is 1044 miles. : 

The region through which it passes is new 
country. The ouly towns on the route a year 
ago were Colfax, Emerald, Jewett’s Mills, and 
New-Richmond, the last-named being a place of 
1,500 inhabitants, while the others were no more 
than mill properties, with only people enough to 
run the mills. But stations and side tracks have 
been made at intervals of about six miles along 
the line, and each of these is ulready becoming 
the nucleus of a little town. The line crosses the 
St. Croix about four miles above Stillwater. 
About 12 miles of the road, lying partly in Dunn 
and partly in St. Croix Counties runs through a 
primeval forest of heavy oak timber. The re- 
mainder of the region through which the road 
passes ia as fine wheat growing country as there 
isin the State. No Government land grant as- 
sisted the building of the road. The Wisconsin 
Central fulks thought they saw profit in the cx- 
tension and laid out their good money to pur- 
chase right of way. Alithe appointments of the 
new line are first class. The road is ballasted 
uli the way, and the tracks are laid with steel 
rails. The equipment is new, and was ordered 
expressly for the rodd. 

The Wisconsin Central has its own freightyard 
grounds in St. Paul as centrally situated as those 
of any other railroad which enters that city. It 
willrunits trains from St. Paul to Minneapolis 
over the tracks of the Manitoba Road, and will 
have as good terminal facilities at Minnexpolis 
asany of its competitors. At this end of the 
line the Central isnot so fortunate. The line 
stops at Schlussingerville, 87 miles from Milwau- 
kee, and reaches the city on leased tracks from 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul. The new 
Central line will not join the Northwestern pool, 
and the St. Paul Company has given notice that 
business from the new extension cannot be 
brought over the leased lines. The Central has 
a twenty-year lease with the St. Paul Company, 
but it does not cover through St. Paul business. 
The new Central line isto bea direct southern 
outlet for the Northern Pacific, and will prove a 
lively competitor for Northwestern business. 
President Colby says that if a compromise is not 
effected he will build his line to Milwaukee, and 
on to Chicago if necessary. He announces that 
he can secure allthe money necessary to build 
this proposed line in the East. 


ERIE ROAD ECONOMY. 
ITS SERIOUS EFFECT UPON THE EXPRESS 
TRAIN EMPLOYES. 

Port Jervis, Dee. 9.—By a new order, 
which will go into effect on Dee. 15, the running 
of through passenger trains over the Delaware 
and Eastern Divisions of the New-York, Lake 
Erie and Western Railroad will be subjected toa 
radical change. As now operated, a ** gang” of 
trainmen has charge of each of these trains be- 
tween Jersey City and Port Jervis, a distance of 
89 miles. At Port Jervis fresh hands take the 
trains, some of them running to Owego and some 
to Elmira. The same change is made at Port 
Jervis on east-boundtrains. ‘rhe new order will 
compel the men starting out with the day ex- 
press, the St. Louis limited, and the Chicago 
express to run from Jersey City to 
Binghamton without change, a_ distance 
of 215 miles, and from Binghamton to 
Jersey City on the corresponding trains 
going East. The gangs now running the Pacific 
express between Jersey City and Port Jervis, 
and the Atlantic express from Port Jervis to 
Jersey City, will have to run them between Jer- 
sey City and Elmira instead. One important 
result of this change will be the saving of nearly 
$22,000 a year in the cost of train service, as 
it will accomplish the ranning of the through 
trains with four gangs of trainmen less—engi- 
neers, conductors, firemen, and brakemen. ‘I'he 
men retained tor the new service will be se- 
lected from the oldest and most competent of 
the employes under the old system. The 
new order of things wiil make ncessary 
the breaking up of the homes of many 
old employes of the road, some of whom 
have invested the savings of more than a quar- 
ter of a century’s service on the road in resi- 
dences and improvements of their property in 
this village. Some of the finest private resi- 
dences and grounds in Port Jervis are the prop- 
erty of Ere engineers and conductors, Under 
the new order, however, this place will become 
merely a passing station, as fai as they are con- 
cerned, and they will either have to dispose of 
their properties and remove their families to one 
ot the terminal points of the new run or con- 
tent themselves with such glimpses of their 
homes as occasional ‘‘ lay offs’? may give them. 
No change in the working system of the road 
has ever affected this class of employes go seri- 
ously in every way as will this movement of 
Erie’s new management in favor of economy.

Boston, Dec. 9.—General Manager Fur- 
ber, of the Boston and Maine Railroad and leased

THE AQUEDUCT BIDS. 





THE CONTEST BETWEEN TWO BIDDERS AND 
MAYOR EDSON’S ACTION, 

The bidding for the building of the big 
agueduct has settled down between Brown, 
Howard & Co., of Chicago, the builders of 
the Nickel Plate MRailroad, and John 
O'Brien, of Rhinebeck, Dutchess County, 
the builder of the Sidling Hill tunnel 
on Vanderbilt’s South Pennsylvania Hailroad, 
a double track cut one and one-half miles long; 
of the two Government canal basins in Mon- 
treal and of the New-York and Canada Railroad 
from Whitehall to Rouse’s Point, the latter 
work involving an expenditure of $4,000,000. 
Some of the points of resemblance between 
the bids of these rival contractors fairly amount 


to a coincidence, which has excited Mr. O’Brien’s 
suspicions. Mr. Brien’s bid was the low: 
est for the aqueduct, as the Aqueduct 
Commission discovered when it opened the bids 
a fortnight ago. Mayor Edson expressed the 
belief that his figures were too low to en- 
able him to do the work well, or to complete it 
it once he was allowed to begin. The Mayor, 
among other members of the commision, 
requested Mr. O’Brien to furnish guar- 
antees from his bondsmen that they would 
qualify in the amount set opposite their names. 
The Mayor added that he would then vote to 
give him the contract, and that his vote 
would doubtiess settle the matter. The bonds- 
men were ex-Congressman Thomas Cornell, of 
Kingston,and his son-in-law Samuel Coyken- 
dall, of thesame city; Smith M. Weed, and An-« 
drew J. Williams, of Plattsburg; Congressman 
Henry G. Burleigh, of Whitehall, and Louis 
Ryder, of Rhinebeck, all of whom, it is hardly 
necessary to say, are amply qualified tocover any 
amount which they may assume upon a bond of 
this nature. The guarantees were duly procured 
and furnished to the commission, but it was de- 
cided to call for another set of bids, and those 
contractors who believed they could mert the 
commission's demands commenced to figure 
again. 

There are two sections of the work, A and B, 
on which O’Brien and the Chicago firm widel 
differed in their bids. Brown, Howard & 
Co. bid $1,161,175 on section A ana 

1,273,700 on section B. Mr. O’Brien bid 

918,807 on section Aand $962,0540n section B. 
The new bids opened yesterday are now attract- 
ing attention. O’Brien finds that his rivals have 
knocked off half a million dollars in the ag- 
gregate on these two sections, and have 
now got down to about his own figures. 
They now bid $930,350 on section A 
and $995,350 on Section B. He finds that on other 
portions of the work the figures cf his rivals are 
even lower than his figures of two weeks ago, to 
which the Mayor so strenuously objected on ac- 
count of their lowness. He has added to his 
former list of bondsmen a dozen names, among 
them those of R. P. Huntington, Senator Thomas 
cone andthe head of the Delamater Iron 

orks. 

The Aqueduct Commissioners, at yesterday’s 
meeting, were evenly divided upon the question 
of giving the Dutchess contractor the contract, 
after an examination of his sureties and his rec- 
ommendations from the private corpora- 
tions who have employed him in the past. 
Mayor Edson, Controller Grant, and Com- 
missioner Dowd favored the Chicago firm, 
and Commissioners Spencer, Baldwin, and 
Thompson voted tor Mr. O’Brien. Tne Mayor's 
action in declining at one meeting to favor a 
contract because of the lowness of its figures, 
and then at another meeting indorsing a con- 
tract which iseven lower than the first one, is 
commented upon as remarkuble, to say the least. 





FOR A CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY. 


PS 
A GIFT OF $300,000 FROM MISS CALDWELL 
OF THIS CITY. 


Miss Mary G. Caldwell, of this city, has 
offered to the Roman Catholic church of this 
country $300,000 to be used in founding a Catho- 
lic university similar in its scope and work to 
the Catholic universities abroad. It goes with- 
out saving that the offer, which was made to the 
late Plenary Council in Baltimore, was accepted. 
The university will be established somewhere 
either in or in the immediate vicinity of New- 
York. The Council appointed a committee of 
12 aes and laymen, with Archbishop Gib- 
bons at the head, to take charge of the matter. 
A Beard of Incorporators will be named, und 
during the year the plan of the university will 
be matured. 

Miss Caldwell is the eldest daughter of the late 
William Shakespeare Caldwell, of this city. Her 
father was of English parentage and became a 
convert to the Roman Catholic faith. He gave 
liberally to the church and its charities during 
his life, and at his death, which occurred several 
years ago, lefta very large fortune to his two 
daughters. The Executors of his estate were 
Eugene Kelly and Charles M. Fry, of this city; 
Reuben Springer, of Cincinnati, and Joshua 
Speed, of Louisville. Mr. Speed 1s dead, and Mr, 
Springer never qualified. he manag: ment of 
the estate, which was well secured, has, there- 
fore, been in the hands of Mr. Kelly and Mr. Fry. 
Considerable of the property is in Kentucky. 

Miss Caldwell is only 21 years old, but isspoken 
of asa young lady of great business tact, fully 
appreciating the value of money. She has for 
sometime contemplated the magnificent gift she 
has now made. Miss Caldwell and her sister have 
been under the charge for a number of years of 
Mrs. Terence Donnelly. They have a villa at 
Newport, and are well knownin society. No de- 
tails of the proposed university have yet bees 
discussed.

MESSRS. BANGS, CHOATE, AND 
CONKLING ARGUING. 
BEGINNING THE SUMMING UP IN THE STEW- 
ART-HUNTINGTON SUIT—CALLING IT A 

BLACKMAILING SCHEME. 

When the suit of David Stewart against 
Collis P. Huntington came up yesterday in the 
Supreme Court, Juror Schellenger, who had been 
fll on the previous day, anrounced that he was 
again robust and able to endure the fatigue of 
the trial. Mr. Bangs,in opening for the de- 
fense, read from the laws of California of 1864 
an act of the Legislature showing that that 
State had authorized bonds to be issued to the 
amount of $12,000,000 at 7 per cent. by the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad, and asecond clause pro- 
viding that a tax should be levied for the pay- 
ment of the interest on those bonds. 

“ And now,” said Mr. Conkling, “I should like 
the deposition of Mr. Andrew H. Agnew on this 
ease to be read. The man himself isn’t here.

“Ts there any need,’”? asked Mr. Choate, su- 
perbly phiegmatic and glancing at the ex-Sen- 
ator’s red handkerchief with a smile, “for all 
this talk? Mr. Agnew is a respectable man and 
Mr. Conkling can get him when he wants him.” 

“You are right,’ said Judge Van Vorst con- 
clusively. : : 

* Undoubtedly,” said Mr. Conkling, making a 
virtue of necessity. 

“You knew you were wrong,” said Mr. Choate 
tauntingly. ; 

“If you say it,” said the ex-Senator with ex- 
quisite politeness, ‘“‘it must be. Mr. Choate, as 
we all know, is an expert upon the subject of 
what is wrong. He is usually wrong himself, 
and I would take his views upon that question 
rather than upon any other.” 

The case for the defense was then concluded, 
and Mr. Bangs commenced to sum up, going 
over the ground covered in his motion to dis- 
miss the suit and elaborating upon the points. 
After the gentieman had spoken tothe jury at 
least 10 minutes in a confidential undertone, 
which none but those werthies could hear, Judge 
Van Vorst remarked, * I should like very much, 
Mr. Bangs, to hear your peroration.”

aton, (‘and 1 hope they won't take offense at 
being called old, as the Judge and myself are 
both tending in that direction,) and they actu- 
ally leaped over the tremendous gap that lay 
between the purchase from Huntington in New- 
York and the entorced settlement in San Fran- 
cisco, tails up and horns down. By the advice of 
their counsel they rushed into an oath that in 
New-York in 1870 they made a bargain with 
Charles Crockers Leland Stanford, and Mark 
Hopkins, and that truth compelled them upon 
this trial to swear that nosuch thing happened, 
and that they took their oath simply upon the 
advice of their counsel. 

Mr. Bangs said that there wasno proof to show 
that in this transaction of buying stock from 
Mr. Stewart in New-York Mr. Huntington had 
anything to do withit. “* Mr. Choate has called 
me Demosthenes,” continued Mr. Bangs. ** Now, 
when a gentleman is going to be complimented 
he likes to be complimented in a direction of 
which heis proud.

** Have you done ?” again asked Mr. Choate, 
looking out of the window, where alittle snow 
was to be seen. 

**No, Sir. Itis a lawyer's privilege to speak. 
It may be very unpleasant to you, for I preach 
upon your text. And nothing could be more 
odious to you than to hear your own preachings, 
which I am endeavoring to explain, as I have a 
right to do.” 

** Mr. Bangs, I can’t hear you,” mildly inter- 
posed the Judge. 

** J didn’t think the court cared to do s0,”” was 
the answer. 

* Excuse me, I am interested in the discussion, 
and wouid like to hear what you say.”

NEW THEOLOGICAL BUILDINGS. 


THE MANY HANDSOME GIFTS TO THE UNION 
SEMINARY. 


The new buildings of the Union Theolo- 
gical Seminary, at Fourth-avenue and Sixty- 
ninth-street, were dedicated yesterday. In the 
morning the Rev. Dr. Roswell D. Hitchcock 
made an address, tracing the history of the Sem- 
inary through itsearly experiences. The build- 
ing in University-place became long since 
inadequate to the needs of the institution, but it 
was not until 1881 that the way was clear to the 
erection of the present structure, ex-Gov. Mor- 
gan’s gift of $100,000 for a site settling the loca- 
tion. 

Before that, in 1873, the efficiency of the semi- 
nary was very largely advanced by a gift of 
$300,000 from James Brown, the banker, In 1875 
Frederick Marquand, the son-in-law of the Rev. 
Dr. Adams, the President of the seminary, gave 
$35,000 for buiiding purposes. That was the be- 
ginning of the building fund. Atabout the 
same time Gov. Morgan gave $100,000 for the 
library. His gifts were increased by $200,000 by 
his will, with the stipulation that the income be 
applied to general purposes. When the site was 
chosen and Mr. William A. Potter and Mr. T. 
B. Lord, the architects, submitted their plans, 
Mr. Marquand added $25,000 to his former dona- 
tion on condition that the full amount he had 
given be applied to the chapel. A bronze tabiet 
in the chapel dedicates that structure to Dr. 
Adams by Mr. Marquand. The plans showed that 
the buildings would cost $350,000. Morris K. 
Jesup gave $50,000 for Jesup Hall, in which are 
the lecture rooms. D. Willis James gave $109,000 
toward the dormitonmes. Chales Butier, Presi- 
dent of the Buard of Directors, Heber R. Bishop, 
Jobn T. Terry, and William E. Dodge gave each 
$10,000. Russell Sage, William E. Dodge, and 
others gave $5,000. The full amount needed was 
pledged before the work was ordered. 

Several scholarships were endowed during the 
progress of construction, and also several cadet- 
ships, one of them by Marcellus Hartley asa 
memorial to his child. The Harkness Chair of 
Elocution was endowed. D.H. McAlipin con- 
tributed a library of coltgious history. The 
daughters of Dr. Edwin F. Hattield gave the fine 
collection of books and pampolets left by their 
father, and many donations of books and money 
were made anonymously. The increase of assets 
of the institution during the seven years of the 
administration of Dr. Adams was $439,621 61. 
Since his death, in 1880, they have increased by 
$767,075 T1,and on Oct. 31 last the total assets 
amounted to $2,044,255 32. 

“And still,” added Dr. Hitchcock, after he 
had told the story of this progress, ** we are not 
content. President Eliot, of Harvard, has said 
that when a college ceases to ask for money it 
ceases to grow. I would ask for a Professorship 
of Biblical Theology were it not my pleasure to 
announce that provision has been made for it. 
But 1 will ask for cadetship endowments. In 
former time; about one-fifteenth of the popula- 
tion was vathered in large cities. Now there are 
fou -fifteenths. The tendency of the age is 
toward crowding. With special exposure to evil 
come special.opportunities for good. In the 
face of new antagonisms we have new methods. 
The sort of preaching that suits the farmers of 
Pennsylvania will not do for the street arabs of 
New-York. Home missionary work is needed, 
and nowhere so much asin thiscity. There are 
59 students engaged init. They are not lavishly 
paid. If we hud 100 cadetship endowments, each 
for $5,000, yielding each $250 a year, we might do 
here a much needed Christian work, and between 
Harlem Hiver and the Battery send anthems 
rising from these streets.” 

The Rev. Dr. John Hall assisted in the devo- 
tional exercises of the morning. At the after- 
noon meeting the Professors and visitors from 
other theological schools spoke. There was a 
prayer meeting in the evening. 

The buildings have a frontage of 200 feet on 
Fourth-avenue by 125 feet indepth. They ex- 
tend the length of the block between Sixty-ninth 
ana Seventieth streets. Thestyle of architecture 
is English Gothic, with important modifications. 
The frontage presentsthe library building at 
Sixty-ninth-street, the lecture room building at 
Seventieth-street, and the chapel between the 
two, the three parts being joined, yet affording 
distinct designs, the entire frontage being two 
full stories high. 

The dormitory, which runs parallel with this 
row at the rear of the lot, is five stories high. A 
passageway connects it with the front row with 
courts on either side. The library buildinghasa 
steep gable roof facing the street. A hipped roof 
of lower pitch covers the lecture building. The 
three front masses are connected by low roofs, 
and the wings are well balanced. A tower, ad- 
joining the north end of the chapel, has been 
projected from the lower front wing. The ridge 
of the dormitory abuts upon the transverse 
roofs of the high front wings. This secures an 
appearance of turrets beyond the front masses, 
but does not mar the symmetry of the design, 
and is hardly suggestive of the good use to which 
the architects put their limited space. 

The chapel consists of five bays, each of 
pecans windows, traceried with septfoil in the 

ead and three cusputed lancets underneath. 
Between each pair of bays is a shallow brick 
pier, with its projection reappearing in the 
frieze. The architects intend to make the chapel 
agem of decoration as soon as means will al- 
low by elaborate carving, stained glass windows, 
a canopied pulpit and other embellishments, for 
which the oak finish affords rich opportunity. 
They willalso place carvings, representing the 
four Evangelists and appropriate spandrils at 
the outer entrance. The front row of buildings 
is finished in oak and the dormitory inash. The 
outer walls are of Collaberg brick with Long 
Meadow stone trimmings. 





HELD ON THEIR PICTURES. 


ESCAPED CRIMINALS RECOGNIZED THROUGH 
A POLICE PAPER, 

On Thursday evening last Detectives 
Rall and Mahoney noticed four men on Fulton- 
street, Brooklyn, whom they believed to be 
thieves. Securing the aid of Detectives Looney 
and Lowery, the officers placed the men 
under arrest. At the First Precinct Station 
House the prisoners gave the names of 
James May, James Reilly, James Haley, 
and William Leonard. Hotel checks were 
found in their pockets, and the detectives, 
guided by these checks, went to Smith & Mo- 
Nell’s Hotel, on Greenwich-street, in this city. 


In the luggage of the prisoners, who had only 
arrived at the hotel onthe night preceding the 
day of their arrest, were found a dynamite car- 
tridge,a fuse, and some burglars’ tools. The 
Brooklyn police knew nothing of the men anda 
charge of lounging on the streets was preferred 
against them in order that an opportunity might 
be given the officers to make some inquiries. 

Yesterday the prisoners were taken before 
Judge Waish,and having pleaded guilty to the 
charge of lounging, were fined $leach and dis- 
charged. After leaving court the men went to 
the office of their counsel, Mr. J. A. Wernberg, 
across the way, and the detectives returned to 
Police Headquarters. Just as they came in 
Superintendent Campbell opened a copy of 
the Police News, an_ illustrated paper pub- 
lished in Boston. The first pictures his 
eyes rested on werecopies of photographs of 
May and Haley, who were described as escaped 
criminals. Without losing a moment’s time the 
Superintendent hurried the detectives across the 
street to Mr. Wernberg’s office, and in less than 
five minutes from the time he had seen the pict- 
ures Haley and May were again incustody. In 
a sketch accompanying the pictures both men 
were accurately described. 

When the Paes were brought before him 
Mr. Campbell showed them their pictures. They 
denied their identity, but as the description had 
come fromthe Allegheny (Penn.) Penitentiary. 
from which both men had escaped less than six 
months ago, while serving each a five years’ sen- 
tence for robbery, marks on their bodies were 
mentioned, which left no doubt on the Superin- 
tendent’s mind that the men before him were 
the originals of the pictures in the Police 
News. Both are expert and dangerous criminals. 
May was known as Eddie Guerin, alias J. E. 
Reeves, and Haley as ‘Billy’? Connors, alias 
George Anderson. A dispatch was sent to Chief 
of Police Braun, of Pittsburg, and he replied at 
once, asking that the men be held until he could 
send on ofiicers with a requisition to take 
them back to the penitentiary from which they 
had escaped. Guerin is also *“* wanted” in 
Boston., Mass., for the robbery of Bacon & Co.’s 
jewelry store at that place. By order of Super- 
intendent Campbeil the men were once more 
tuken before Justice Walsh and held on a charge 
of vagrancy. The examination was set down 
for Thursday, by which time the Pittsburg ofli- 
cers will have arrived. 

Counselor Wernberg denounced the arrest 
and charge as “‘an outrageous proceeding,” and 
accused Assistant District Attorney Clarke of 
having procured the adjournment merely for 
the purpose of having the men detained for ar- 
rest on an altogether different charge. Mr. 
Olarke coully admitted the soft impeachment,and 
the thieves were sent down to the Raymond- 
Street Jail. 





WHY THEY BECOME ?TRAMPS. 

Sr. Lovurs, Dec. 9.—A laborer just re- 
turned from the South says that thousands 
of workingmen are tramping it from Mem- 
phis to New-Orleans searching for work, 
which they were told was to be 


found there. The man claims that he 
was sent by a Cincinnati employment agency 
to Trotters Landing, Tenn. Upon bis arrival 
at Memphis he found hundreds who bad 
been sent to ‘Trotters, only to find 
that there was no work or anything clse 
there. In fact, the Northern employment 
ayencies seem to be responsible for the thousands 
of hungry men tramping through the South 
in search of employment. As a matter 
of fact, there is no work down there. 
The levee scheme worked by Northern employ- 
ment agencies isa delusion anda snare, for the 
apportionment for the purpose of building levees 
this year was very small, only about $160,000, 
and the work is wellin hand. Out of every hun- 
dred honest laborers induced to go South to do 
levee work, and who first paid for the privilege 
of going, at least $0 per cent. are turned 
helpless upon the streets, without a cent to ee- 
cure food and lodging. Ina short time asa re- 
sult they became real tramps, spreacing all over 
the country, many coming to join the armies of 
the povess eeonan in the leading cities of the 
North and East.

MR. DIETZ MAKES A MISTAKE. 


HE SIGNS A CHECK WITH HIS BROTHER'S 
NAME AFTER THE LATTER'S DEATH. 


The Dietz will contest engaged the at- 
tention of Judge McCarter and the other Judges 
of the Orphans’ Court, at Newark, yesterday. 
When James M. Dietz died at his home, in 
Orange, he left an estate valued at $260,000. Two 
wills have been offered for probate. One pro- 
duced by his wife and dated Jan. 6, 1870, leaves 
his estate to his Executors in trust for the use 
of his wife. The second, produced by his brother, 
Samuel, at Mr. Dictz’s office, in New-York City, 
hore the date of June 18, 1880,and bequeathed 
the bulk of his estate to his brother. 

Mr. and Mrs. Dietz were married, according to 
her story, when she came to this country 35 
years ago. Her husband became a drunkard, 
and through Gen. Sanford she secured a separa- 
tion from him. By the death of her father she 
had been left in destitute circumstances. She 
drifted South, and while engaged asa clerk sang 
occasionally in concerts. At one of these enter- 
tainments she met James M. Dietz, then a poor 
mechanic, and married him. They came North. 
She engaged in concert singing and became 
well known. She gave her rapidly ac- 
cumulated tortune to her husband, and 
with it he built up his own, For years he had 
been addicted to drink, and ren Feige separa- 
tion was arranged. Shethinxksthat his gratitude 
to her, however, for the help she had given him 
in early lite would not vermit him to disinherit 
her at his death, and she is convinced that the 
second will, which cut her olf, was a forgery, 
particularly from the fact that at the time of its 
alleged execution in New-York city Mr. Dietz 
was sick at home. He was not ableto go to 
New-York to execute a will or do any other 
business. The brother of the deceased asks that 
the second will be accepted by the court. The 
testimony taken yesterday wasas to the testator’s 
condition at the time of the execution of the 
second will. . 

Dr. Cusick, a nurse, who attended Mr. Dietz in 
February, 1870, testified that his patient had told 
bim that he had jett all his property to his wife. 
Eliza Somerville was at Mr. Dietz’s house from 
Kebruary to June of 1880. On June 16, 1880— 
two days before the alleged execution of the 
second will—when she went away, Mr. Dietz was 
sick in bed and too weak to talk. During nearly 
the entire three months she spent in the house 
Mr. Dietz seldom left the bed except to permita 
change of bed clothing. 

Mrs. Rafael, who made frequent visits to_ the 
testator’s house in Orange, said that in July, 
1880, Samuel Dietz was there usually. The latter 
exercised great authority, swore at Mrs. Dietz, 
and found fault with her for purchasing a car- 

et. One Sunday he was closeted with wyer 
‘ranciola, who is said to have assisted at the 
drawing ot the second will. She testified, too, 
that Mr, Dietz had told her about that time that 
he had left his property to his wife. Annie 
Runo, a servant in the house, said she had fre- 
quently heard Samuel Dietz say he would fix 
Mrs. Dietz yet. John Stevens, of Orange, testi- 
fied that he knew Mr. Dietz and was to some ex- 
tent associated with nim in business, 

** Prom the year 1876 to the time of his death,” 
he testified, ** Mr. Dietz was a mental, moral, and 
physical wreck and incompetent to do business 
of any kind.”’ 

Samuel Dietz was called. Councilor Court- 
landt Parkershowed himacheck. ‘* This check,” 
said Mr. Parker, "* is dated subsequently to your 
brother’s death ?” 

** Yes, Sir.” : 

** And you put your brother’s name to it 7” 

The witness hesitated, but finally admitted it. 
After recess he said that he had frequently ad- 
vanced his brother movey, and that it was un- 
derstood that he was to be reimbursed from 
money he was to collect. ‘** You have had half 
an hour to think of this explanation,” Mr. 
Parker went on, ** and two lawyers to help you, 
haven’t you 7” 

**] conversed with them on the subject of 
course,” was the answer. 

** How long have you been a business man ?” 

** Forty years.” 

‘** And you deliberately, after your power of 
attorney had expired, at your brother's death, 
drew a check and signed your brother’s name to 
it ?° 


“It was a misapprehension on my part; I had 
always signed checks in that way, and Isupposed 
I had the right to do it after his death.” 

William Cheney, of New-York, was one of the 
Executors under the first will. After the funeral 
he called at Samuel Dietz’s office on business. 
He spoke about James Dietz’s affairs, and 
Samuel surprised him by telling him that there 
was a second will. Samuel produced it and read 
it to him. 

Daniel F. Ames, an expert, testifled that 'sev- 
eral words, letters, and marksin the second will 
warranted the belief that they are not the pen- 
manship of James Dietz. They resembled Sam- 
uel Dietz’s handwriting strongly. ; 

‘In regard to the signature,” he said, “I co 
not find the usual evidences found in cases of 
forgery. There are some marks about the signa- 
ture I would not expect to find in James Dietz’s 
signature. There are erperey in James 
Dietz’s signature which I do not findin the sig- 
nature to the second will.” 

Then he pointed out some letter differences. 
The hearing is to be resumed.

ALBANY COUNTY FINANCES. 


A LARGE DEFICIENCY FOUND AND A SU- 


PERVISOR ARRESTED. 

ALBANY, Dec. 9.—An examination of the 
books of the County Treasurer, made under the 
direction of the Citizens’ Association, shows a 
deficiency of about $200,000. No irregularities 
have yet been discovered. This floating debt has 
been growing yearly on account of the bad sys- 
tem of finance being practiced by the Demo- 
cratic ring. The accounts have been kept in a 
loose and unbusinesslike manner. Money has 
been borrowed in the early part of the year 
against collections coming due several months 
later. In preparing the county budgets the re- 
ceipts have been overestimated and the 
appropriations made inadequate for’ the 
necessary expenditures. Every’ effort has 
been made to put off the payment 
of bills as long as possible, in order to 
keep down the tax levy. The deficiency has at 
last become too large to be concealed longer. 
The entrance of a Republican County Treasurer 
into the office on Jan. 1 has undoubtedly has- 
tened the exposure. It is rumored that the elec- 
tion frauds which were attempted in the Twelfth 
Ward were perpetrated in the hopes of keeping 
the Republicans out of office, and of thus hiding 
the deficiency for a longer period by continuing 
the Democratic officials in power. 

Supervisor James Wise was arrested to-day on 
an indictment by the Grand Jury charging him 
with being implicated in the frauds. He pleaded 
not guilty, and will be tried at the next term. 





A BURGLAR CONFESSES. 

St. Louts, Dec. 9.—Charles Coleman, who 
is under arrest here charged with the rob- 
bery of the East St. Louis Treasury, says he 
is a brother to Coleman, the pitcher of the 


Athletic Baseball Club. He not only admits to 
having robbed the Treasury, but says that Police 
Officer Duffy, ot the East St. Louis police force, 
assisted him in the work. Duffy has been ar- 
rested. According to Coleman’s story he was in- 
troduced to Officer Duffy by Eagan, a saloon 
keeper. No conversation of any consequence 
occurred then, but the next time Duffy met 
Coleman he suggested that there was $40,- 

in the City Treasury safe. 
Eagan knew Coleman was a thief, and 
these facts would indicate that he had 
given Coleman a recommendation to Duffy. 
The robbery took place, but only $1,700 
was taken. Then followed the arrest of 
Coleman at Springtield, and later he confessed, 
implicating Dutfy. Coleman is 29 years of age, 
and has served two years for stealing in the Jef- 
ferson City Penitentiary. He claims to have 
been a pal of ** Red” Leary, of New-York, but 
this part of his statement is not credited by the 
police here. 





EX-GOV. FOSTER’S DAUGHTER. 

CoLtumBus, Ohio, Dec. 9.—Very sensa- 
tional dispatches have been published to the 
effect that Mrs. ¥. D. Mussey, daughter of ex- 
Gov. Foster, has entered a suit for divorce from 
her husband on the plea of abandonment. There 
is much gossip about the affair in this city, but 
the general expression is one of regret that the 
subject has been reopened. Those who were on 
triendly terms with Mr. and Mrs. Mussey believe 
that whatever !cd to the cause of separation would 
in time be explained and the couple reunited. 
There appears to be no ground whatever 
for the statement made that Mr. Mussey 
proposed to retaliate  .y exposing secrets 
learned while «acting in the capacity of 
private secretary to the Governor for four years, 
because of statements made by his father-in-law 
in an alleged interview. There isno evidence 
that Mrs. Mussey has sued for a divorce; 
no such papers nave been filed up to the present 
time in Seneca County, where they undoubtedly 
would have been had any steps been taken in 
that direction.

GEN. SWAIM’S SPECULATIONS IN 
STOCKS, 

BATEMAN TELLS OF SWAIN’S COMPLAINTS 
—THE POOL WHICH LENT MORROW 
MONEY ON FRAUDULENT VOUCHERS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—In the Swaim 


court-martial to-day, after an agreement had 
been effected between the Judge-Advocate and 
counsel for the defense in regard to the wit- 
nesses to be subpeenaed, Mr. Grosvenor resumed 
the cross-examination of Mr. Bateman. In ref- 
erence to his discovery of the fraudulent char- 
acter of Morrew’s vouchers, witness said he had 
retrained from intorming the War Department 
of the facts, because he realized that Morrow 
would, in that event, be court-martialed 
and dismissed, and he (witness) would lose all 
the money he had advanced. Under the 
pooling arrangement witness was receiving 
$19 per month on his advance. Never 
saw a notification that the pool was to present a 
letter to the Paymaster-General, reciting the 
agreement with Morrow, so that the Trustee 
could draw Morrow's pay; suspected that Swaim 
was a party to Morrow’s arrangement with him, 
and knew that the vouchers were fraudulent 
when they were negotiated. Witness did not 
contemplate an arrangement with the War De- 
partment, but relied upon Col. Morrow. He un- 
derstood that Morrow would inform the Pay- 
master-General that his pay should be stopped, 
and paid over to the Trustee; thought the 
strength of the pool lay in the fact that it held 
the duplicate vouchers, and could cause Mor- 
row’s dismissal from the service; went to Swaim 
for advice, but did not place his interest in 
Swaim’s hands. 

Did you believe that Morrow had imposed upon 
Gen. Swaim? Well, I thought he had imposed 
upon all of us. 

Witness did not bring charges against Swaim 
at that time because it would have resulted in 
the disclosure of Morrow’s practices and the loss 
of the money advanced tohim. Recurring to 
the due bill, witness said that at Swaim’s request 
he put the “10 and 6” on the due bill as a 
memorandum. Did not urge Swaim to let him 
standin the same position as Brown had. Sold 
some Northern Pacific for Swaim in February, 
1882, but as Swaim objected, witness trans- 
ferred the transaction to the account of another 
person, whom witness declined to name. There 
was a similar objection by Swaim to asale of 
Omaba preferred, and the same course was pur- 
sued. here was only about $62involvec. Wit- 
ness said that Swaim had never complained 
of the condition of his account, but when con- 
fronted with his statement, made before the 
court of inquiry, qualitied the statement by 
adding that he meant Swaim had not objected to 
any particular item. 


MARSHAL WRIGHT’S BIG BILL. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Copies of the cor- 
respondence on file in the Department of Justice 
relative to the employment of United States 
Deputy Marshals at the Congressional election 
in Ohio last October have been sent by the At- 
torney-General to the House Committee on Ex- 
penditures in the Department of Justice, of 
which the Hon. William M. Springer is Chair- 
man. This action of the Attorney-General was 
in response to Congressman Springer’s request 
for information. The budget of letters placed 
before the committee shows that on Sept. 24 last 


Marshal Lot Wright, ot Cincinnati, applied to 
the Attorney-General for a draft on the Sub- 
Treasury in Cincinnati for $8,235 to defray nec- 
essary expenses for protecting the rights of 
voters in the October election for members of 
Congress. An account was submitted with 
this application, containing various items, 
which included 600 Deputies, two days each, 
$6,000; 126 Supervisors, at $10 each, $1,260, 
and 600 metallic badges at 25 cents, $150. 
Marshal Wright urged that there was creat ne- 
cessity for carrying out the plans that he had 
formed. ‘* Fraud at electionsin this place,” he 
wrote, ‘is the rule, and it, is my earnest desire 
to break it up.””, Among other methods resorted 
to to cheat the voters, he said, was the distribu- 
tion of chemically prepared tickets. To the eye 
of the voter they appeared to be all right, but 
after having been deposited in the box a chem- 
ically concealed line or mark became visible, 
making the tickets ‘ scratched” and useless. 
Marshal Wright declared that the Democratic 
local authorities of Cincinnati offered no protec- 
tion to the honest voter, but, on the other hand, 
if not scrutinized closely, they encouraged 
fraud. The Marshal was anxious to have at his 
disposal a force sufficient to “ avert the horrors 
of a riot.” 

Aging Attorney-General S. F. Phillips replied 
to Marshal Wright's letters, informing him that 
the department did not advance funds for such 
expenses as were mentioned, but paid a reasona- 
ble amount for them after the expenses had 
been incurred. Under date ot Oct. 29 Mar- 
shal Wright sent to the Department a requisi- 
tion for $18,322, with which to pay Deputy Mar- 
shalsand for other expenses pertaining to the 
Congressional election. Alluding to the bigness 
of the amount asked for, he said that he regret- 
ted it was so large, but it was the best he was 
able to do under the circumstances, He ex- 
plained that in about 55 precincts he had matters 
wellin hand, but in about six precincts the vote 
was not protected, because he was not able to do 
it. His force, he averred, suffered many out- 
rages at the hands of the State and city authori- 
ties. 

Marshal Wright’s billis as follows: Employed 
as Special Deputy Marshals 7 men, 10 days each;

The St. Louis men se- 
cured his release from the Toledo nine at a large 
expense, and, it is said, after taking an oath to 
sign a contract with the St. Louis Club, this 
pitcher signed the necessary papers to play in 
Cincinnati during the season of 1885, e re- 
ceived $2,000 advance money from the Cincin- 
nati management as an inducement to break 
faith with the St. Louis officials. 

The St. Louis Club was represented as counsel 
by Congressman John J. O'Neill. He spoke at 
length on the subject of contract breaking, and 
recited the numerous instances in which Mullane 
has been guilty of breaking faith. ©. P. Caylor, 
of the Cincinnati Club, opposed Mr. O'Neill. He 
based his claim on the fact that Mullane was, ac- 
cording to the rules, not entitled to receive an 
offer from St. Louis until he had been released 
from the Toledoes for a period of 10 days. The 
Directors discussed the question thoroughly, 
and passed unanimously the following resolution: 

Whereas, Tony J. Mullane has been guilty of conduct 
tending to bring discredit on the baseball profession, 
causing discontentand insubordination among all pro- 
fessional players and setting an example of sharp prac- 
tice almost equivalent to actual dishonesty: theretore, 

Resolved, ‘hat this Board of Directors feel that such 
conduct must not be tolerated, and consequently they 
decree the suspension of said Muilane for and during 
the season of 1885, and they also order that he repay 
to the Cincinnati Club before Jan. 1, 1885, $1,000 of the 
money advanced him, and that he shall not play ball 
with any pro’essional club during the season of 1885, 
or this suspension shall be increased to final expulsion. 

When Mr. Caylor, of the Cincinnati Club, 
heard the verdict he was dumfounded. The 
thought of losing their crack pitcher was too 
much for him. He turned pale with rage and 
stammered: *“* Well, gentlemen, I will have to 
sever my connection with your association.” 

“That would be very foolish,’? said Mr, Sim- 
mons, good-naturedly. ‘* Think before you leap.” 

“T have thought it over carefully,” replied 
Cuylor, ‘‘and I am authorized to tender the res- 
ignation of the Cincinnati Club. I will write it 
out to-night and send it in to-morrow and leave 
for home by the first train."’ 

The decision of the Board of Directors meets 
with the approval of nearly every person who 
is interested in baseball. Mullane has played 
tricks of this sort on several managers, and it is 
thought he should be punished. He is only com- 
pelled to return the Cincinnati Club $1,000 of 
the $2,000 already received, which is equivalent 
to imposing a fine of $1,000 on the club. The 
resolution not allowing Mullane to play with 
any professional club debars him from joining 
the Union Association, under the penalty of ex- 
pulsion from every other professional associa- 
tion. He will be compelled to confine his atten- 
tionto amateur or ‘scrub’ nines in order to 
keep in condition for 1886. The meeting will be 
continued tu-day.

ment. The conclusions of the committee are 
substantially as follows: 


** There is a narrow cut in Gedney’s Channel through 
which ships drawing 26 feet may pass on oreienr7 tides 
and favorable circumstances, and there is still more 
water on ‘spring tides.’ Pilots affirm that they can 
take out as deep draught ships now as ever they could. 
The frequency with which steamers of 24 feet draught 
and under strike the bar, and the discrepancies be- 
tween the last Government survey in 1881 and the sur- 
veys of Commander 'l'aylor and of private surveyors 
more recently made, must be taken as evidence that in 
the interval a shoaling has oceurred in other portions 
of Gedney’s Channel. 

“As the requirements of commerce and of travel 
tend increasingly to larger and deeper draught steamers, 
in order that New-York muy hold her supremacy 
against all competition, rey ghee bar should have 
as much water as it is possible to acquire.” 

The committee condemns the system of jetties 
as preposterous as applied to this great harbor, 
and thinks that to dredge in the ordinary way 
(25 feet under water) an area of 500 feet by about 
4,000 feet is an undertaking too stupendous to be 
considered. 

A favorable report on the condition of the 
Erie Canal was presented to the Produce Ex- 
change vesterday by R. P. Clapp and J. E. Hul- 
shizer, who were appointed a committee for that 
purpose some time ago.

BAYARD will be asked to take a place in 
the Cabinet of Mr. CLEVELAND, and that 
ithe State Department is the one for 
which his tastes as well as his talents 
most fit him. The Cabinet makers 
need hardly surround the matter with 
mystery, because Mr. BAYARD’s position 
in his party, his eminent services, and his 
high character make him, as a matter of 
course, the one man whom Mr. CLEVE- 
}.AND would invite to aid him in the Gov- 
ernment. As to the influence, adverse or 
favorable, of Mr. TILDEN in the premises, 
the gossips have a much clearer field. 
“Mir. CLEVELAND may be inclined to give 
due weight to the advice of Mr. TILDEN, 
but it is not likely to be offered in public. 





The Senate refused yesterday to take up 
che bill providing for a forfeiture of the 
unearned land grant of the Oregon Cen- 
tral Railroad Company, and decided by a 
party vote to begin the consideration of the 
South Dakota bill. "While the last-named 
bill is one that should not be neglected, it 
is time for the Senate to define its position 
with reference to the proposed restoration 
to the public domain of millions of 
acres in unearned and lapsed land grants. 
Action should be taken at this session 
upon the pending land grant bills, and 
the failure of the Senate to complete any 
of the work in this direction begun by the 
House has caused many to suspect that it 
is unwilling to offend the railroads. © But 
the Texas Pacific forfeiture bill has been 
made a special order for Tuesday next, 
and the Senate may prefer to begin with 
the passage of that measure. 








Except in making Senator RIDDLE- 
BERGER more than usually ridiculous, his 
opposition to the confirmation of Mr. 
McCULLocH’s nomination as Secretary of 
the Treasury will have no serious con- 
sequences. The Senator’s opposition is 
based on the fact that Mr. McCULLocH at 
one time took an active part in trying to 
make Virginia pay the debts which she 
honestly owed and was abundantly able 
to‘pay, and on the further fact that the 
Secretary does not believe in taxing the 
whole country to enable Virginian iron 
mines to pay a profit. Mr. RIDDLEBERGER 
can vindicate his fidelity to repudiation 
and to the iron mine owners, but he can- 
not defeat the confirmation. 








It is reported that the Bell Telephone 
Company, having won its fight with the 
representatives of the Drawbaugh inter- 
est, proposes to apply for permission to 
double its capital stock in order that it 
may develop the possibilities of long-dis- 
tance telephoning. It is said that the 
company intends to cover this field of tel- 
ephone work and to begin its operations 
on lines between this city and Philadelphia.

be successful. But what has become of 
Article XIII. of the contract between the 
Bell Company and the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, signed Nov. 10, 1879, 
which provided that connecting telephone 
lines should not be used ‘‘for the trans- 
mission of general business messages, 
market quotations, or news for sale or 
publication in competition with the busi- 
ness of the Wesfern Union Telegraph 
Company,” and that the Bell Company 
should not license the use of its telephones 
or patents for the transmission of such 
matter? 








So far as we have been able to learn,

COMMERCIAL TREATIES AND THE 
HOUSE. 

There is now pending in the House Mr. 
HeEwitt’s bill to carry out the provisions 
of the treaty of commerce with Mexico. 
Should the Senate ratify the treaty with 
Spain similar action would be required 
from the House, and in any case it is 
obvious that, with the growth of the in- 
dustrial activity of the country and the 
constant increase of productive capac- 
ity beyond the demands of the home 
market, treaties of commerce are like- 
ly to be more and more frequently 
brought before Congress. It is there- 
fore not only proper, but necessary, 
that the course of procedure with refer- 
ence to these treaties should be conformed 
to the constitution of the Government 
and the rights and functions of its various 
branches. The Constitution of the United 
States declares ‘‘treaties made under the 
authority of the United States the su- 
preme law of the land,” and the judiciary 
is bound so to construe them. These 
treaties may be made by the President 
with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, and it has been held by eminent 
jurists and writers on international law 
that ‘‘Congress is bound to redeem the 
national faith thus pledged, and to pass 
the laws necessary to carry them into 
effect.” 

This was the opinion of WHEATON, and 
Mr. RicHarp H. Dana confirms it by the 
statement that ‘‘ in the United States it is 
settled that Congress is under an obliga- 
tion to execute all treaties.” He adds: 
‘‘ A refusal by Congress to pass the neces- 
sary legislative acts is a national breach 
of the treaty, and may be so regarded by 
the other party,” and he cites a case in 
which the United States took this ground 
with reference to the refusal of the French 
Chamber of Deputies in 1834 to vote the 
supplies necessary to pay indemnities con- 
ceded to America. But itis obvious that the 
obligation here referred to is one which can- 
not by any'practicable means be enforced. 
It remains within the actual discretion of 
Congress to recognize and to fulfill the 
obligation, and, as the Senate’s consent 
has already been given, it may be said to 
rest with the House of Representatives to 
carry out treaties requiring legislative 
acts or to omit or refuse to carry them 
out. Such a course on the part of the 
House may be a “national breach of 
faith.”” The other party to the treaty may 
so regard it, and may take such action as 
it deems wise to resent or to punish that 
breach of faith. The House is bound in 
honor and in law to consider the conse- 
quences of its policy, and must take the 
responsibility of incurring those conse- 
quences. Of all these propositions there 
may be no doubt whatever. . They have 
been in part sustained by the courts, and 
they might be distinctly and ‘completely 
sustained. But the fact would remain 
that if the House refuse to execute a 
treaty requiring legislation there is no 
means provided by the Constitution to 
compel it to change its action or to supply 
its omission. 

Under these circumstances it is plain 
that, in effect, the action of the House is 
an actual element in the complete execu- 
tion of a treaty, and that fact should be 
borne in mind in all negotiations for 
treaties requiring legislation. It should 
either be stated in the treaty itself, or the 
other party to the treaty should be given 
to clearly understand that the absolute 
execution of the treaty in this respect rests 
in the discretion of the legislature and can- 
not be unconditionally promised. For the 
President or his diplomatic representatives, 
with the Senate, to rely on the obligation 
under which Congress is supposed to rest, 
and to assume that that obligation will be 
fully met, and to incur the imputation of 
bad faith by agreeing to provisions which, 
as a matter of fact, Congress may, if it so 
choose, refuse to execute, is, to say the 
least, an imprudent course. It may be 
defended by plausible arguments, and the 


consequences to the credit and reputation 
of the Nation may logically be placed on 
the shoulders of Congress or upon those of 
the House, which in such cases would be 
the offending body, but the policy would 
nevertheless be unnecessarily and unwise- 
ly hazardous, 


So far as concerns commercial treaties 
the possession by the House of an effect- 
ive discretion is by no means inconsistent 
with the interests of the people. It must

their function may be fulfilled, the mem- 
bers of the House are the nearest repre- 
sentatives of the direct wish and opinion 
of the people that we have. They ought 
to reflect most correctly the actual views 
of the people on any question affecting 
the popular interests. That they do not 
do so is, in the main, the fault of the peo- 
ple themselves, and since the people have 
it in their own hands to correct any 
defects that may exist in this direction, it 
is not wholly a bad thing that the House 
should have the power to act according to 
its own views in such matters. Doubt- 
less the commercial policy of the country 
might be modified to advantage by com- 
mercial treaties, but there is quite as 
much danger of going too fast as of going 
too slow in this direction. The House 
should be held to the closest possible re- 
sponsibility by the public, but the fact of 
its really uncontrolled discretion should 
be kept in mind in negotiating all treaties 
to which its action will be necessary. 








HOW THE TIMES GOT THE TREATY. 


It has occurred to THE TIMEs that its 
readers and the public may be interested 
to know how it got the Spanish treaty 
and published it to the world in advance 
of its submission to the Senate and while 
the precious document was still jealously 
guarded behind the great doors of the 
State Department. Possibly some of our es- 
teemed contemporaries who have so grace- 
fully complimented THE Times for its en- 
terprise may like to know how this news- 
paper sets about such a matter; and the 
merchants of New-York who have be- 
stowed unstinted praise upon THE TIMES 
for the public service it has performed 
may be pleased to have the business de- 
tails of the transaction put before them. 
THE TIMES is willing to gratify this legiti- 
mate curiosity, and will tell the story 
fully and frankly. 

The hunt for the treaty began in Wash- 
ington. Its great importance as news- 
paper game was early recognized in this 
office. Allthe sugar men and tobacco men 
and exporters and importers of every kind 
of goods were talking about it and think- 
ing about it, and all were eager to learnits 
provisions. To publish it would be to 
publish the supreme news of the day; and 
to publish it first and exclusively would be 
to gain for THE TIMEs another of those 
triumphs of which it has had rather more 
than its share during the past year. A 
few days’ exploration of the Washington 
field showed that the treaty could not be 
had in that city. Buta trail was struck 
which led directly to Madrid, and THE 
TIMES was informed that a certain gentle- 
man in that capital could probably supply 
it with a copy of the document. This was 
on Thursday night. Congress had ad- 
journed until Monday, and there was no 
possibility of the treaty being given out 
for publication here before Tuesday morn- 
ing. At 11 o’clock Thursday night the 
following cable message was sent by THE 
TiIMEs to the Madrid gentleman: 

“Telegraph whether you can obtain full copy 
of commercial treaty and what are your charges.” 

‘To Madrid is a farcry, andit was late 
the following night before the reply to 
this message was received. It ran thus: 

“Have obtained copy. Wire if extensive ex- 
tracts will do; otherwise immensely long. Name 
banker pay cable. My charges two thousand 
dollars.” 

The reference to the banker and the cable 
meant that it would be necessary to pre- 
pay the cable tolls on the treaty. Madrid 
is not acity from which many press dis- 
patches are sent to this country, and 
the charge for cabling the treaty at 
sixty-six cents a word made a sum 
of money so considerable that the 
telegraph officials could take no 
risks about its collection. The necessary 
arrangement having been made with Av- 
GUST BELMONT & Co., whose correspond- 
ents in Madrid are well-known bankers, the 
following message was sent Saturday noon 
to the Madrid gentleman: 

**Send all essential parts of treaty up to eight 
thousand words. WEISSWILLE & BAUER will pay 
youtwo thousand dollars and cable tolls. Ut- 
most urgency that matter be sent to-night. 
Must not be filed later than Sunday noon.” 

At 3:45 o’clock on Sunday afternoon the 
first page of the cable message transmit- 
ting the much-desired treaty was received 
in this office. It was in the Spanish lan- 
guage. It happens that THE Times has 
upon its staff men skilled in the tongues, 
and a corps of translators was at once set 
at work. Page by page, as the long 
message was received from the Central 
Cable office, it was translated into En- 
glish, and the translation carefully revised 
before being put in type. Once there was 
a break of three-quarters of an hour in the 
transmission, caused by a delay in Paris, 
which was one of the points at which the 
message was repeated. The operators at 
the Central Cable office in this city were 
not familiar with Spanish, but they re- 
ceived and transcribed the message for 
the most part with surprising correct- 
ness, though the process was necessarily 
slow and protracted. 

At midnight THE Times received the 
ninety-sixth and last page of the treaty 
proper, making 4,284 words in the Spanish 
text. Simultaneously it received the first 
sheets of a message sent under another 
number containing the schedules annexed 
to the treaty. Of this second message it 
was stated at the cable office that there 
would be 2,407 words. At the hour when 
the first edition of the paper went to press 
only 12 pages of this dispatch had been 
received. For the second edition, an hour 
later, 20 pages had been received, trans- 
lated, and got into type. 

This was all that could be done for 
Monday morning’s paper. The last sheet 
of the message containing the schedules 
of the treaty was received at the cable 
office at 5:17. During the day Monday 
the sheets which arrived too late for that 
morning’s paper were translated, the 
translation of the earlier sheets was dili- 


gently revised, and on Tuesday morning 
THE TIMES published the three schedules 
of the treaty entire. * 

As checked at the cable office the total 
number of Spanish words transmitted 
from Madrid was 6,691. The cable toll 
from Madrid to New-York is 66 cents a 


word. The cost of the treaty to THE 
TIMES, therefore, is $4,416, plus the $2,000 
paid in Madrid, making a total of $6,416. 
It costs a good deal of money in these 


days to make a live newspaper, and that is.

JAY GOULD AND JURY FIXING. 


In his opening for the defense in the 
interesting case 6f STEWART against Hunt- 
INGTON yesterday, Mr. BANGS took occa- 
sion to object to the course of Mr. CHOATE 
in inquiring of each juror whether he 
was acquainted with Jay GouLD, and 
challenging him if he confessed to that 
soft impeachment, ‘‘ What right has the 
learned counsel,” inquired the counsel for 
the defense, ‘‘ to outlaw Jay GouLp? Mr. 
GOULD is just what every man in this 
jury, and every man out of it, would like 
to become, a rich man,”’ 

The final qualification was well put in. 
If Mr. BANGs had asserted unqualifiedly 
that every one of the jury would like to 
become altogether as Jay GOULD he would 
have justified, in the minds of those who 
believed the assertion, a mild regret that 
Mr, CHOATE or some other counsel had 
not been able to challenge them all per- 
emptorily. If he only meant that the 
jury might wish not to resemble Jay 
GOULD in all things, excepting those 
bonds, then he may be relieved from 
the imputation of slandering the jurors 
whom his interest lay in conciliating. 
But in that case his remark is simply 
meaningless. 

Of course, Mr. Banas knows better 
than to suppose that Mr. CHoaTE’s objec- 
tion to trying his case before a jury of 
Mr. JAY GOULD’S acquaintances was based 
exclusively upon the fact of Mr. GouLp’s 
wealth. Suppose, not to mention living 
men, that a lawyer had asked a juror 
whether he was acquainted with PETER 
COOPER or GEORGE PEABODY as a ground 
of challenge in a suit to which the rich 
man in question was not a party. The 
question would be resented as a gross in- 
sult, and the counsel on the other 
side could safely leave its author to 

the contempt of the whole community. 
But a man’s riches are not supposed, any- 
where outside of a gambling hell, to con- 
stitute his moral character or to preclude 
inquiry, not only by the criminal courts, 
but by people in general, as to the man- 
ner in which he obtained his riches or the 
manner in which he employs them, It 
he has obtained money by trick and de- 
vice, within or without the statutory 
sense of the words, and is believed to have 
carried his books out of the State, or to 
have had them lost or to have locked up 
his safe when any judicial inquiry as 
to his methods of obtaining it were 
in progress, the public judgment of him 
will not be the same as if the money had 
been acquired in the honorable practice of 
a trade or aprofession. If it furthermore 
appears, partly on his own testimony, but 
mainly on better authority, that he has 
spent some of his or of other people’s 
money in the election of Legislatures, and 
itis widely believed that, whereas other 
rich men have fancies for horses, his indi- 
vidual tastes lead him to expend large 
sums in the selection of achoice collection 
of ‘‘law by the year,” it is evident that 
his case is different from that of a rich 
man about whose ways of earning or spend- 
ing money there is nothing suspicious or 
questionable. In such a case it would be 
an act of common prudence to challenge 
all the acquaintances of the artful man. 

Mr. BANGs’s suggestion that the public 
disesteem of Mr. Jay GOULD is merely 
the result of envy is one with which that 
person has no doubt often solaced himself. 
But we can assure Mr. Banas that there 
are very many persons out of his jury, and 
we hope some in it, who would not like to 
become just what Mr. GouLp is. His 
riches have been bought at a price they 
would disdain to pay. 





THE NEW CRUISERS. 
It is doubtful whether the House, after 
having at its first session refused to build 
additional steel cruisers before those under 


construction should be completed and 
tried, will now abandon that position. 
The present session, short at best, will be 
so broken up not only by the Christmas 
holidays, but by the extra attractions of 
the New-Orleans Fair, the , Washington 
Monument dedication, and ‘the prepara- 
tions for Mr. CLEVELAND’S inauguration, 
that the passage of its routine supply bill 
is about all the legislation' the navy can 
reasonably expect. Besides, asthe change 
of Administration, draws near political 
discussions will supersede. the technical 
details of shipbuilding. -; Nevertheless, 
since an effort will doubtless be made to 
authorize contracts for more ‘cruisers, it 
is well to know the grounds on which this 
project is urged. 

Mr. CHANDLER has just made the most 
effective of all the pleas for the four new 
Roach cruisers by declaring that two of 
them, the Boston and her twin ship the 
Atlanta, are remarkably like the Chilian 
Esmeralda, which is the theme of uni- 
versal praise. . ‘‘ While each vessel,” he 
says, ‘‘presents some special features 
which give it an advantage over the other, 
there isa remarkable resemblance between 
the two models, and certain of the points 
in favor of the Esmeralda, such as re- 
duced sail power and twin screws, are pre- 
cisely those which the opinion of irrespon- 
sible critics has been ready to condemn 
in some of the designs of the Advisory 
Board.” Unless our memory is at fault, 
the chief critic of the want of sail power 
in the new cruisers was Admiral PORTER, 
who @in hardly be waved away, in Pod- 
snap fashion, as irresponsible. It is, how- 
ever, undoubtedly true that masts and 
sails may impede a modern ship’s fighting 
power—although we must also not forget 
that some employment of wind instead of 
coal for propulsion in peace times is desir- 
able for reason of economy. 

This, however, is a minor consideration, 
The great and fundamental difference be- 


tween the Esmeralda and the Boston is 
that the former has already attained, in 
actual trial, a speed several knots an hour 
greater than the latter’s contract calls for. 
That the battery power of the Esmeralda 
somewhat exceeds the Boston’s is obvious 
on an inspection of the contents of each. 
But the chief point to insist upon is that, 
since vessels of this class are to overhaul 


an enemy’s commerce and to run away 
from the heavy ironclads which have sub- 


ordinated swiftness to thick armor and 





monstrous guns, speed is all important to 


them. The Atlanta class does not even 
call for nearly the speed which in the 
Chilian vessel, of substantially the same 
size and displacement, is an attained 
reality; while in steaming at the same 
lower rate, say ten knots an hour, the Es- 
meralda can outlast them by at least a 
thousand miles. While, therefore, the 
Boston and Atlanta may prove to be great 
advances on anything we now have, and 
valuable war vessels, they are not Esme- 
raldas, 


Secretary CHANDLER points out the un- 
deniable fact that placing the battery of 
the Atlanta in a central superstructure on 
the spar deck and adopting a brig rig 
leaves the bow and stern clear for fore-and- 
aft fire. Chief Constructor WILSON, of the 
Navy Department, says, however, that 
this is too high a price to pay for efficiency 
of fire, because the absence of topgallant 
forecastles and poop decks will cause the 
bows to be ‘‘ knocked down into the sea,” 
which would roll over them, thus causing 
these vessels to be ‘‘failures” in a rough sea. 
This prediction may or may not be falsi- 
fied; but we have heard no authority, Eu- 
ropean or American, impute failure to the 
Esmeralda as a sea-going vessel, while the 
sea speed of the Boston and Atlanta is 
still an unknown quantity. 

Of the Dolphin little need be said. She 
is a dispatch vessel, doubtless of respect- 
able speed. Regarding the Chicago, Mr. 
CHANDLER is justified in pointing to the 
unprecedented run of the Louisiana, of 
the Cromwell Line, from wharf to wharf 
between New-York and New-Orleans in 
five days and fifteen hours as a triumph 
of beam engines and externally fired boil- 
ers with brickfurnaces. It will berecalled 
that the London Engineer recently in- 
sisted that whenever the fires were urged 
under boilers like the Chicago’s there 
would be a furious priming. ‘‘To go to 
sea,” it said, ‘‘ with such boilers is simply 
to court destruction.” Yet the fire-brick 
furnaces in the Louisiana, although origi- 
nally a makeshift, have now lasted two or 
three years and given wonderful per- 
formances. Possibly, therefore, we may 
have in the Chicago another great Ameri- 
can triumph in marine engines and boilers, 
against gloomy forecast, like the old 
American triumphs of 1862 in revolving 
turrets, low freeboard, and big guns, If 
the Chicago proves to be a swift and good 
war ship there will be no trouble in indu- 
cing Congress to repeat her a dozen times 
over; but if not, we shall want something 
better. 


In fine, while the new cruisers should 
not be condemned before trial, on the 
other hand, we should not consent to the 
jobbery demand to duplicate them before 
they are tested. If national pride would 
be flattered by the success of the various 
experiments undertaken in these ships, 
common sense nevertheless dictates that 
ina time of absolute peace with all the 
world we shall not be forced to sanction 
the repetition of plans which have not 
fully justified themselves by actual trial 
in war vessels. 








A SICK MOUNTAIN. 


A very strange phenomenon has oc- 
curred in Virginia. According’ to our es- 
teemed contemporary, the Sun, one of the 
mountains near Back Creek, Va., is pour- 
ing out black and red smoke, and is “ in 
a high state of perspiration.” 

Mountains have hitherto become excess- 
ively hot and have vomited large quanti- 
ties of stones, ashes, and other indigesti- 
ble matter, but thisis the first time that 
a mountain has been in a “‘ high state of 
perspiration” —at least as far as our med- 
icaland geographical records show. 

Undoubtedly the’ Virginia mountain is 
in a feverish condition. The prevalence 
and violence of malarial fevers in the 
neighborhood of Back Creek are such 
that it is not at all strange that a mount- 
ain should have fallen ill. Whether this 
particular mountain has yet shaken is not 
mentioned, but there can be no doubt that 
if it does not recover very soon it will ex- 
perience a severe chill by Christmas time. 

Of course a mountain as ill as the Vir- 
ginia mountain evidently is has not ob- 
‘tained the relief of a profuse perspiration 
without medical aid. It would be inter- 
esting :to know who is the local phy- 
sician in charge of .the case and what 
his treatment has been. Has he placed 
the foot of the mountain in a hot bath 
and planted a large field of mustard on 
its flanks? . Has he administered podo- 
phyllin and subsequent quinine in large 
doses, and if so how has he induced the 
patient to take these medicines? It is 
possible that there may be a large natural 
deposit of ‘arsenic’ in the mountain’s 
system, and that this may have had the 
effect of large doses of Fowler’s solution; 
but medical men will prefer to believe, 
for the credit of their profession, that the 
Back Creek doctor is solely responsible for 
all the favorable symptoms. 

Strong hopes are entertained that the 
mountain will recover. Its pores appear 
to be thoroughly open, and unless it is at- 
tacked with a congestive chill it will soon 
show a very decided improvement. It is 
to be feared, however, that it is smoking 
to excess and thus weakening its ability 
to resist disease. However, the patient is 
evidently in the hands of a competent 
physician, and we have nothing to do but 
to wait patiently for the Sun’s next med- 
ico-geographical bulletin. 








The country lying between the Niger 
and its great tributary, the Chadda or Benoueh, 
which European enterprise is now endeavoring 
to open up, has already figured conspicuously in 
African history as the seat of the first self-or- 
ganized negro federation which West Africa has 
yet seen. In the earlier part of the present 
century the Yorubas and other local tribes at- 
tempted to protect themselves against the terri- 
ble slave hunters of Dahomey by establishing a 
colony eighty miles inland from the port of 
Lagos, near the mouth of the Niger, and building 
a large tortified town there, which they named 
** Abbeokuta,” (foundation stone.) Here they 
formed a tederation under a Constitution which, 
though simple, might be copied with advan- 
tage by more civilized nations: ** We will all 
be freemen, all brothers, and ali Christians,” 
The new capital repulsed, with the loss of sev- 
eral thousand men, the invading armies of Da- 
homey, and elected as its first Bishop a Yoruba 
convert named ADJAI, better known now as 
**Samuel Crowther.”? This curious settlement 
still exists, and muy not improbably play an im- 
portant part in the projected development of the 
Niger Valleya 





AMUSEMENTS. 
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OPERA AT THE ACADEMY. 

The matchless representation of ‘‘Semi- 
ramide” which has occasionally been offered the 
frequenters of the Academy of Music under Mr. 
Mapleson’s management was repeated there on 
Monday evening. In other words, Mme. Patti 
was heard in Rossini’s opera as Semiramide 
and Mme. Scaichi as Arsace. To say that the 
character of the Assyrian Queen is the one by 
which Mme. Patti will be best remembered 
would be going too far. When the lyric per- 
formances of an artist are all as absolutely per- 
fect as Mme. Patti's, it is difficult to designate a 
particular one as claiming most admiration. 
And comparing the réle itself with most of the 
parts Mme. Patti has assumed, it must be ad- 
mitted that from a dramatic and lyric stand- 
point it is scarcely on a plane with characters 
figuring in more modern works. On the other 
hand, Arsace is the personage best fitted to Mme. 
Scalchi’s voice and talent that that popular 
contralto has yet essayed, and whenever the two 
songstresses come together, the listener derives 
a measure of enjoyment from their tones and 
execution that is not likely to be renewed in 
his subsequent experience. The representa- 
tions of ‘*Semiramide’” have all been so 
numerously attendea that there has clear- 
= been no lack of appreciation of 
their interest on the part of the public; it is 
proper to mention, however, that while 15 or 16 
performances of the work have occurred here 
during the past three years, the opera, with Mmes. 
Patti and Scalchi, would easily have had as many 
peoenenee representations in Europe within the 
imits of a 10 weeks’ season. Monday’s enter- 
tainment, we need but add, was as attractive 
and proved as remunerative as its predecessurs, 
This evening “ Rigoletto,” with Mlle. Nevada as 
Gilda, will be sung,and Friday * Aida,” with 
Mme. Patti, is to be given. 
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METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

The admirable performance of ‘ Lohen- 
grin,” to which reference has already been made 
in this place, was repeated at the Met: opoli- 
tan Opera House Monday’ evening. It 
stands immeasurably above all earlier repre- 
sentations of Wagner’s work in respect 
of completeness and dignity, and what- 
ever preference may be expressed for 
portions of the score as interpreted by Italian 
companies in the past, there can be no doubt as 
to the greater merits of the German * Lohengrin” 
as a consistent, significant, and deeply impres- 
sive art work. With the first ratesingers and su- 
perb chorus and orchestra at Dr. Damrosch’s 
disposal, almost as much can be expected of the 
performance of ** Don Juan,” which is to occur 
at the Metropolitan this evening. Friday ** The 
Huguenots,” with a new distribution of rdéles, 
anda Valentine new to American audiences in 
the person of Friiulein Mathilde Welde, will be 
the opera.

NEW-YORK PHILHARMONIC CLUB. 

The New-York Philharmonic Club, an 
organization of worthy and skilled instrument- 
alists,inaucurated last evening the seventh season 
of their existence by a concert at Chickering 
Hall. The programme included a novelty, in 
shape of a trio by Dvorak, and two 
familiar compositions, a Beethoven quartet and 
a suite of three brief pieces by Godard, besides 
some German songs, interpreted by Mrs. Emil 
Gramm. As in Owen Meredith’s poem, the old 
things were by all odds the best. The Beethoven 
quartet—No. 2 of the series of six dedicated to 
Prince von Lobkowitz—was initself worth the 
price of admission. Neithor the fluent pret- 
tiness of Haydn, nor the sentimentualities 
of Schumann, nor the scientific confusion and 
overelaborateness of ** progressive’ musicians, 


will bear comparison for an instant with music 
of this sort, original, fresh, limpid, and spark- 
ling as if produced but yesterday. The per- 
formance of the quartet, with its crisp 
and brilliant quick movements, and its lovely 
adagio, was wholly worthy of the matter in hand. 
So was the oe of the three numbers 
constituting Godard’s contribution—" Minuit,” 
“Canzonetta,” and “Serenata.”’ Music of this 
sort hardly comes under the _ head of 
classical music, but it is delightfully tune- 
ful and harmonious, and its rendering by 
the club was characterized by so much variety 
of shading and fineness and precision that its 
effect was instantaneous. To speak with decis- 
ion of Dvorak’s trio after a single hearing is 
somewhat rash. There is just at present a craze 
for Dvorak’s compositions, both here and abroad, 
and until the end of the musician’s révertoire is 
reached, no programme will be deemed com- 
plete without some work of the Slavonian com- 
poser. Last evening the second movement of 
the trio impressed the audience somewhat 
by its fanciful themes, and passages of the 
adagio stood forth as_ gracefully melo- 
dious. The first movement appeared sadly 
far-fetched and fragmentary, and_ the 
last almust as confusing. Mrs. Gramm, whose 
voice is rather harsh, ; but .whose style: bas 
dignity and feeling, was much applauded atter 
her songs, which were mainly of the} dismal type 
affected by modern German,and Slavonian com- 
posers. She was heard in compositions by Hof- 
mann, Klein, Tschaikowsky, and Klughardt. 


THE BROOKLYN APOLLO CLUB. 

The Apollo Club, of Brooklyn, gave the 
first concert of itsseventh season in the Academy 
of Music, Brooklyn, last evening in presence of a 
large and fashionable gathering. ‘The or- 
ganization had the assistance of the Men- 
delssohn Giee Club of this city, Miss 
Antonio Henne, contralto, and M. Ovide 
Musin, the _ violinist. The’ entertainment 
was unquestionably a source of enjoyment to all 
present. The programme was interesting and 
nothing was left undone that could contribute 
to its smooth and effective fulfillment. The two 
clubs sang together the double chorus, ** Thou 
comest here to the land,” from Mendelssohn’s mu- 
sic to the ** Gidipus”’ of Sophocles, Goetz's * The 
Lake is hushed at evenglow,” and Rietz’s ** War 
Song of the Ancient Saxons,” accon. panied by a 
goodj orchestra conducted §by Dudley Buck. 
The three compositions were sung in a manner 
that showed the results of careful and well- 
directed study. The poetic tone pictures of 
Goetz were given with a rare delicacy of shad- 
ing that was soft and sweet in the piano 
passages and full and sonorous in the forte parts. 
‘he two clubs also sang together, without accom- 
paviment, a musicianly part song by Joseph 
Mosenthal, the conductor of the Mendelssohn 
Glee Club. The most excellent part singing 
of the evening, however, was that of the 
Mendelssohn Club in their rendering of Rhein- 
berger’s ** Woodland Morning,” a very charming 
bit of composition. Miss Henne sang tbe “O 
Salutaris Hostiaa,’* from Rossini’s }** Messe Sole- 
nelle,’ in a broad, effective style, and subse- 
quently gave a rather colorless interpretation of 
the brindisi from ‘* Lucretia.”” She was, how- 
ever, enthusiastically recalled after both 
numbers. M. Ovide Musin played in 
the early part of .the evening his own 
** Caprice de Concert,” in which his work was of 
a superficial sort. Laterin the evening he played 
ina manner consistent with his standing as an 
artist Beethoven’s Romance in F. which he 
treated with great dignity of sentiment and fine 
breadth and purity of tone, and Wieniawski’s 
Mazourka in G, which he gave with dash and 
brilliancy. He was loudly recalled, and played 
in an effective style the pizzicato movement 
from Delibes’s ** Sylvia Ballet’? music.

TALK ABOUT THE NOMINATIONS 


THE COUNTY DEMOCRATS MORE AND THE 
TAMMANY MEN LESS CONFIDENT. 

Members of the County Democracy were 
very confident last night that the name of any 
man who may be sent in to the Aldermen as the 
successor of their chief, Commiss oner of Public 
Works Hubert 0. Thompson, to-day would not 
be confirmed. They said they were not afraid 
even of the name of Fitz John Porter. They 
freely predicted that the name of any appointee 
to this important political position, always ex. 
cept that of the present Commissioner, would be 


jaid upon the table, there to remain until Mayor 
Edson’s term of office expires and his power for 
good or evil is exhausted. 

Some of the Tammany politicians, while de- 
clining to take this view of the situation, have 
modified their opinions so far as to say that if 
the name of the Mayor’s appointee is tabled to- 
day it will surely be taken up and confirmed be- 
fore the last day of December. A few of them 
go so far as to speak of Mayor Edson in any 
but complimentary language. Evidently the 
Mayor has, in their judgment, tried to ocevpy 
two stools, and is quite likely, they believe, to 
fall between them both. The lot of a man who 
goes out of oftice without the confidence of the 
public and the respec of the politicians as well 
is truly a sad one, and there are not wantinga 
great many citizens and politicians who say that 
this will be the lot of Mayor Edson. 

It is not yet settled that the Mayor will ap- 
point to-day successors to Commissioner Thomp- 
son and Corporation Counsel Lacombe, though 
it seems to be the general opinion that he will 
make up his mind to do so before the Aldermen 
meet. It is argued that his tailure to make ap- 
pointments will indicate that he is satisfied that 
he will not be able to secure their confirmation 
by the Aldermen. The Tammany whippers-in 
believed last night that they could hold the ten 
Tammany Aldermen up to the rack and compel 
then to vote for any of the Mayor’s ‘appointees. 
They hoped also to procure three more votes for 
the same purpose from among the Republican 
Aldermen. There is not, however, so much con- 
fidence expressed upon their ‘ability to hold their 
men and to procure recruits as there was a day 
or two ago. It was rumored about the hotels 
last night that the Republican Aldermen had 
caucused and had agreed'to stand firm against 
the confirmation of any Democrat for either of 
these two offices. Senator Gibbs, however, did 
not appear to know that this was a fact.

be relied upon to stick to a: y policy which may 
be decided upon by their party leaders. Among 
the names suggested as likely to furnish a suc- 
cessor to Corporation Counsel Lacombe are 
those of the never-to-be-forgotten Brother-in- 
law Wood, of Tammany, and Stephen A. Walker, 
a County Democrat in his affiliations and the 
President of the Board of Education. It is not 
presumed that the question of fitness will ever 
enter the Mayor's mind in selecting another than 
Mr. Lacombe to succeed himself.

ONLY A CHILD ESCAPED 


—— oo 
A MINER’S HOME DESTROYED BY 
FIRE. 
FRANK BARLOW AND ALL OF HIS FAMILY 
EXCEPT ONE SON BURNED TO DEATH— 
A BOARDER ALSO PERISHES. 

Mawnanoy City, Penn., Dec. 9.—A small 
mining village known as Trenton, or Park 
Piace, situatea four miles from Mahanoy City, 
was the scene of a big fire at 4o0°clock this morn- 
ing, by which a block of houses was destroyed, 
and six persons were burned to death. Park 
Place, as it is generally called, has a population 
of nearly 200 people, exclusively miners and 
their families, and the work furnished at a 
colliery is what the inhabitants solely depend 
upon for a livelihood. The houses there are all 
three-story frame structures, and are built in 
blocks of six houses to each block. 

At 4 o’clock this morning fire broke out in 
the building occupied by Frank Barlow. Peter 
Alspach, who lives next door to Barlow, in de- 
scribing how the fire was discovered, said he 


heard a loud noise as if something very heavy 
had fallen. A moment later smoke and flames 
began to pour into hs room. He aroused his 
family, and all rushed out of the house in their 
night clothing. Alspach gavean alarm and tried 
toawaken the Barlow family,who were aprarent- 
ly sound asleep. The whole neighborhood had 
reached the scene of the fire,andall efforts to rouse 
Barlow or his family proved unavailing. Sev- 
eral miners broke in the front door, but were 
obliged to retreat owing to smoke and flames. 
They, however, effected an entrance into the 
building from the rear and ran up stairs, and at 
a window they saw the arm of a man _protrud- 
ing. An effort was made to reach him, but 
the rescuers were driven back, and the spec- 
tators were compelled to stand helplessly 
by and witness the Barlow family perish 
in the flames. A number of men went 
to the rear ot the house with ladders, in the 
hope of reaching some of the family. They 
stumbled over what proved to be the body of 
George, one of Barlow’s children. The little 
fellow was picked up and carried into a neigh- 
bor’s house, where medical aid soon restored 
him to consciousness. He said that when the 
family awoke and found the house on fire they 
tried to get down stairs, but were cut off 
by the flames. He said his father took 
him in bis arms, carried him to_ the 
window, and after kissing him good-bye threw 
him out. The heroic father then made an effort 
to save hisson Thomas, but was overcome and 
fel] with his arm partly out of the window, as he 
was subsequently found. The following are the 
victims who perished in the flames: Frank Bar- 
low, aged 45; Mrs. Barlow, aged 45; Annie Bar- 
low. aged 14; Walter Barlow, aged 10; Thomas 
Barlow, aged 4.and James Fitzgerald, aged 21, 
who boarded with the Barlow family. 

The wildest. excitement prevailed when the 
flames communicated to the adjoming houses 
and spread so rapidly that in 20 minutes the en- 
tire block of six houses were in flames. All were 
destroyed with their contents. 

When the flames had nothing else to burna 
search for the dead bodies was begun. Por- 
tions of the bodies were recovered, but 
they were burned beyond all possible identi- 
fication, and presented a most sickening 
sicht. There was some doubt at first as to 
whether the boarder Fitzgerald was one of the 
victims, from the fact that he was on the “ night 
shift” and could not have been in bed more than 
half an hour before the fire broke out; but the 
finding of a lantern which Fitzgerald carried 
witb him when he left the breast at 2 o’clock, 
and the fact that the trunks of three fuli-zgrown 
bodies were exhumed from the ruins, 1s sufficient 
evidence that he was in bed at the time and per- 
ished with the others. 

Two of the dwellings in the block were empty, 
the families having moved out a few days ago. 
The loss will be about $10,000. The property was 
owned by the Delano Land Company, and was 
leased by Lentz, Lilly & Co., who are the colliery 
operators. ; 

Deputy Coroner Taggart, of Frackville, drove 
to the scene of the fire and impaneled a jury, 
who returned a verdict that the victims were 
accidentally burned to death. The affair created 
the greatest excitement. and the scene of death 
and destruction was visited by at least 2,000 peo- 
ple during the day. Barlow and Fitzgeraid were 
miners and usually worked together at the new 
colliery, Park No. 2. 
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THE SHAMOKIN MINE VICTIMS. 
Schein iaate oni 
THE BODIES DISCOVERED—A MINER’S MIRAC- 
ULOUS ESCAPE. 

POTTSVILLE, Penn., Dec. 9.—Although 
the bodies of the four miners killed in yester- 
day’s explosion bave been removed from the 
Henry Clay shaft, at Shamokin, there is no 
abatement in the excitement which the disaster 
caused. Hundreds of people remained about 
the mine all night anxiously awaiting the recov- 
ery of the bodies of the victims of the explo- 
sion. The first body brought out from the mine 
at 6:30 o'clock this morning was that of Richard 


Tuckert, who was found lying in the gang- 
way. His death was caused by suffocation. 
The other victims were found lying side 
by side in the breast, where they had 
heen working at the time. The explosion 
loosened about 50tonsof top coal, which fell 
near where themenlay. This hadto be removed 
before the bodies could be reached. After the 
bodies were brought to the top of the mine they 
were placed in an ambulance and taken to their 
residences. The faces of the dead men were 
eagerly scanned by their friends, especially by 
the little children, and when a husband and 
father was recognized a wail went up from the 
crowd that would move the stoutest heart. 

It was thought that a miner named Davis was 
a'so killed in the mine, and a search was insti- 
tuted to recover his body, when Davis turned up 
all right. He had been hid in the mine since the 
expiosion. He says the explosion was caused by 
the tapping of a large feeder of gas in a pillar. 
After the explosion ne was left in total dark- 
ness, but mauaged to escape. He was obliged to 
run through 200 feet of sulphur gas. His escape 
isa miraculous one. All the victims will be 
buried at Shamokin to-morrow, when business 
will be generally suspended. 
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A PRIVATE BANK SUSPENDS. 


PETER H. MITCHELL & CO. 
DIFFICULTIES. 

ScHENEVUtS, N. Y., Dec. 9.—Great excite- 
ment was occasioned in this village this morning 
by the action of Peter H. Mitchell & Co., bank- 
ers,in closing their doors. The deposits of the 
firm are largely local. The members of the firm 
are Peter H. Mitchell, W. E. Mitchell, T. Par- 
sons, and J. B. Robinson. The senior Mitchell 
and Robinson were supposed to give the requi- 
site financial strength to the bank, although 


none of them are believed to have contributed 
any actual capital, P. H. Mitchell having 
given the use of his name for the bene- 
fit of his son. P. H. Mitchell was. in 1883, 
estimated to be worth from $50,000 to 
$75,000, and is said to be the chief stockholder in 
the First National Bank of Middleburg, of which 
his son, W. E. Mitchel), is Cashier. In December 
jast this bank, which was managed by J. B. 
Robinson, young Mitchell’s father-in-law, lost 
largely by the failures of Azro Chase, of Schen- 
evus, and the Holberts, of Binghamton, the 
amount Mitchel] then lost peng estimated at 
one-third or one-half of what he was worth. 
This naturally impaired confidence and reduced 
the deposits, which have, however, remained at 
quite a respectable amount. The firm have paid 
such interest upon deposits asserved to attract 
the money of country derositors. 

The failure of David Vandervor, of Westville, 
a hop dealer, who assigned yesterday, has some- 
thing to do with closing the bank. His paper, 
indorsed by James E. Tyler, another hop dealer, 
for $19,000 was held by the bank. T. Parsons, 
one of the firm of bankers, is also reported as 
having held hops up to a few days ago to a con- 
siderable amount. This, with a large amount 
lost through the failure of Azro Chase, caused 
the suspension. Many rumors are flying about, 
but no detinite information can be arrived at as 
to the probable amount of the failure. Itissup-

FISH IN CONNECTICUT. 


—_—— p——- 
WHAT THE FISH COMMISSIONERS LEARNED 
AND DID DURING THE YEAR. 

NEw-HAVEN, Conn.. Dec. 9.—Dr. William 
M. Hudson, of Hartford, will write the report 
of the Fish Commissioners to be submitted to 
the Legislature in January. The catch of shad 
in the State this year was less than usual, the 
falling off being mainly in the Connecticut 
River. The run of shad in this river, the doctor 
said to-day, appears to be diminishing year by 
year. Some of the fishermen think the decrease 
is due to the breakwater at Saybrook Point, 
at the mouth of the stream, their the- 
ory being that this barrier so changes 
the course of the currents that the 
fish pass the mouth of the river and keep on 
their way along the shore until they find some 
other stream where their passage is _unob- 
structed. In support of this theory is the fact 
that there was an extraordinary increase this 
year inthe runof shad up the Quinnipiac and 
Housatonic Rivers. Last year the catch in the 
Housatonic River was about 16,000; this year it 
was between 33,000 and 34,000. The Quinnipiac 
River was wonderfully productive this year; 
heretofore the run has been small. During 
the year between 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 of 
young shad, most of them _ hatched at 
the State Hatchery at Birmingham, and the 
rest produced at the Farmington River Hatchery, 
were turned into the various rivers of the State. 
The principal avenues of distribution were the 
Connecticut, Housatonic, and Quinnipiac Rivers. 
Asa remarkable circumstance, Dr. Hudson will 
note the fact that a large number of bluefish, 
many of them weighing from 6 to 10 pounds, 
were caught in the shad pounds about the mouth 
of the Connecticut early in the season. Usually 
these fish do not put in an appearance in these 
waters until August. It is supposed they began 
running in the Sound thus unprecedentedly 
early in pursuit of the menhaden, which are 
their natura] prey, and which appeared this year 
much earlier than usual. 

During the month of March the commission 
distributed 450,000 young trout in lots of 4,000 
each. Thetrout are purchased by the Commis- 
sioners at a cost of $3 per thousand. The loca- 
tions of the trout streams stocked are kept se- 
cret by the commission. In 1883 the board sent 
out 600,000 of the young fish. Some space in the 
report will be devoted to the German carp, the 
introduction of which into this country was 
much talked of two or three yearsago. The dis- 
tribution of the carp is wholly in the hands 
of the United States Government, but 
the State Fish Commission has assisted 
many Connecticut parties to stock their 
ponds. In the opinion of Dr. Hudson, 
however, the waters of the S'ate are too cold 
fcr the carp to thrive well. One man in Stam- 
ford reports good success with them, but every 
one else from whom the commission hus heard 
reports their attempts at cultivation as complete 
failures. The Commissioners have abandoned 
their attempt to restock the Connecticut and 
other rivers of the State with salmon. They 
think the effort would have been successful had 
not the Legislature repealed the law providing a 
penalty for the killing of the fish. The land- 
locked salmon they have sent out are doing 
finely, especially in the eastern part of the State.

POINTERS AND SETTERS, 


CANTON, Miss., Dec. 9.—The National 
American Kennel Club field trials, with the Hon. 
James M. Thompson, of Covington, La.; Major 
J.M. Taylor. of Lexington, Ky., and F. J. Stone, 
of Chattanooga, Tenn., as judges, began yester- 
day. In the for all ages, open to all point- 
ers and setters, fora five-hundred-dollar purse, 
first series, Vanity having been withdrawn, 
Richmond was substituted. The trials were runs 
on quail. Richmond, a white and lemon pointer, 
and Bessie A.,a white and lemon setter, were the 
first brace put down, the race beginning at 
8:48 A. M. After an hour's lively work they 


were taken up, Richmond having made 5 points 
and Bessie A. 6. The bitch was superior in 
style and speed. The second race was _ be- 
tween Clay, a red setter, and Meteor, a white 
and liver pointer. They were worked for one 
hour and seventeen minutes. The pointer was 
the best in style, range, and obedience, 
and won the _ race. The next brace 
put down was Lillian, a black, white, and 
tan setter, and Gus Campbell, a white and 
lemon setter. This was the longest and most 
closely contested race of the day. After 
working an hour they were taken up, 
and were put down again at 12:30 o'clock, 
and again taken up at 2:10 o’clock, Lillian win- 
ning the race. Her speed, style, and range are 
excellent. The next race lasted but a little 
over a half hour, and was between Lady 
Lee, a black, white, and tan setter, and Lady C., 
alsoa black, white,and tan setter. This trial 
was won by Lady C., who made six points to 
her competitor’s!one. Paul Gladstone, a black, 
white, and tan setter, and Billy Gates, a black 
and white setter, were put down at 2:50, and 
were noted with great interest. Both did splen- 
didly, but Paul got away with Billy, making 
six pointsto his two. Paul’sstyle, range, and 
retrieving qualities are excellent. He was the 
fastest dog on the field.

It was aclose race of 1 hour and 10 minutes, 
both showing good style, speed, and range, but 
the Boy won the race. 

At 10:15 Count Rapier. a black and white set- 
ter,a Memphis dog, and St. Elmo, belonging to 
Dr. Spier, of Brooklyn, N. Y.., were put down. 
Both are fine dogs and did good work. The Count 
made three points to St. Elmo’s one, and was al- 
so adjudged best in style, range,and speed. This 
closed the first series. At 11:15 Meteor, the Texas 
pointer, was put down with Gladstone Boy. Their 
work was fine, and the Boy won the heat, being 
the best in style, range, speed, and obedience.

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CONNECTICUT’S ASSEMBLY. 
Sok Salieeee aaa 
A QUESTION AS TO WHO WILL 
ITS MEMBERS. 

HARTFORD, Dec. 9.—Under a statute 
passed in 1874 the Connecticut House of Repre- 
sentatives must be called to order at the opening 
of its first session by the Speaker of the preceding 
House, who must administer the oath to mem- 
bers; in his absence these duties devolve upon 
‘*the member present who is the senior member 
of any previous House of Representatives.’’ Up 
to the present time ex-Speakers have duly ap- 
peared; but a state of things not anticipated 
when the statute was passed now arises which 


makes it possible that the Speaker of last year 
will not call the Assembly to order. The gen- 
tleman referred to is the Hon. Henry 
B. Harrison, who will be chosen Governor as 
soon as both houses of the Legislature are organ- 
ized. He would hardly have time to call the 
House to order and administer the oath to mem- 
bers before his presence would be demanded to 
take the oath himself as Chief Magistrate of the 
State. In view of the possibility of his absence 
the language of the statute providing for a sub- 
stitute is discovered to be quite liberal. It was 
intended to secure the member who, of those 
present, was the senior in date of original 
service, but ‘*the member present who is the 
senior member of any previous House of Repre- 
sentatives” is sufficiently open to admit senior 
members of al! Houses to a raffle for the posi- 
tion. The spirit rather than the letter of the 
jaw will undoubtedly be considered. 

This careless reading of the statutes runs 
through the books in many places, and even the 
revisers from time to time neglect to make cor- 
rections. Last week, when the matter of Sun- 
day travel on the railroads was under considera- 
tion before the Railroad Commissioners, atten- 
tion was called to the bungling phraseology of a 
statute which is designed to exempt Jews and 
Seventh Day Baptists who conscientiously ob- 
serve Saturday as a day of religious worship 
from the penalties applying to a violation of 
Sunday laws, This statute reads: ~ 
* "No person who conscientiously believes that the 
seventh day of the week ought to be observed as the 
Sabbath, and actually refrains from secular business 
and labor on that day, shall be liable to prosecution 
for performing secular business and labor on such day, 
provided he disturbs no other person while attending 
public worship.” 

This has been on the books since 1821, and has 
been considered as uphoiding liberty of con- 
science, but its literal construction would seem 
to throw the mantle of the law only over per- 
sons who religiously observe Saturday as a day 
ot rest and worship, providing in so doing they 
disturb no other persons. ‘The same application 
to modern Christians and their Sunday might 
appear to be somewhat ridiculous.

A WOMAN CHARGED WITH ARSON. 

MiIppDLEport, N. Y., Dec. 9.—A fire visited 
the village of Middleport four weeks ago, de- 
stroying two stores and the household goods of 
several families, tenants of the buildings, and 
also burning up A. T. Olls,a wealthy old man, 
who died while attempting to save his trunk. 
The fire was supposed to be the result of an acci- 


dent. Butitis now strongly believed to have 
been of incendiary origin. he tenants otf the 
buildings first started investigations which cul- 
minated to-day in the arrest of Mrs. George 
Bronson, of Rochester, formerly of this village, 
on the charge of arson. She was examined be- 
fore the Justice, and furnished $1,000 bail to ap- 
pear when wanted. The Grand Jury at Lock- 
port is also investigating the case, and has sum- 
moned witnesses from this village. Mrs. Bron- 
son, who had her goods stored in the burned 
buildings under heavy insurance, arrived, it is 
said, in Middleport on the midnight train the 
night of the firealone, and was seen walking out 
ot the village ata very early hour next morn- 
ing, and when interrogated about the fire gave 
very contradictory statements. Her arrest is a 
great surprise to people here, as Mrs. Bronson 
has always been of irreproachable character. 
Mrs. Bronson denies the charge and says she can 
prove an alibi. 


SWEAR IN 
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NO EVIDENCE TO PROVE THE CHARGE. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Dec. 9.—Senator 
Grady, Chairman of the Standard Oil Investi- 
gating Committee, to-day presented to the Gov- 
ernor the report of the committee agreed upon 
at the meeting in Philadelphia last Friday and 
signed by all the members. The committee was 
appointed to investigate the charge made by 
Franklin B. Gowen that E. G. Patterson, a pub- 
lic officer, had been paid to suppress evidence 
for the Commonwealth in the tax suit of the 
State against the Standard Oil Company, in 
which a claim was made for over $3,000,000 in 
taxes, andin which the Supreme Court decided 
the State was only entitled to $33,270 59. The 
committee, as was previously reported, declare 
that no evidence was submitted to show that the 
Standard Oil Company suppressed testimony or 
expended money to corrupt the witnesses. 
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THE CONTEST FOR THE SPEAKERSHIP. 

ALBANY, Dec. 9.—Assemblyman George 
Z. Erwin spent the greater part of the day at the 
Delevan House in consultation with Assembly- 
men and politicians from this city and vicinity 
in regard to his canvass for the Speakership. He 
declares that he is tied to no combination on 


United States Senator. He has not expressed a 
preference tor Mr. Morton or any other Senatc- 
rial candidate, and believes that the contest on 
Speaker should be made without reference to 
the Senatorship. The assurances he has re- 
ceived from members of the next House give 
him hopes that he will be chosen to preside over 
the next Assembly. Gen. N. M. Curtis, also of 
St. Lawrence County, was here to-day. He 
states that he is in the race for Speaser and will 
be an active candidate. Both Erwin and Curtis 
left for New-York to-night. 





A WOMAN’S FEARFUL CRIMES. 
Fort ATKINSON, Wis., Dec. 9.—Word 
comes from White Water of the death by poison, 
self administered, of Nettie Horan, who, on her 
deathbed, confessed to the voisoning of a sister 
who died last week, and also to having poisoned 


another sister and her father and mother, who 
died very suddenly some two Sra or more ago, 
She was not suspected till within the last day or 
two, and the stomach of her sister, who died last 
week, had been sent off for analysis, when she 
took poison herself. The family ee lived 
here, and were very respectable, and this girl 
Nettie was a school teacher and well liked. it is 
said she confessed to poisoning another person, 
but the name cannot be learned.

OBITUARY, 
JOSEPH WARNER HENLEY. 


The cable last evening brought the an- 
nouncement of the death of the Right Hon. 
Joseph Warner Henley. Mr. Henley was a re- 
markable figure in English politics. He did not 
enter public life until he was 48 years old,’and he 
remained in it almost continually thereafter un- 
til he was 85, retaining to the last his full facul- 
tiesand animportant influence in the proceed- 
ings of the House of Commons. In 1878, he re- 
signed his seat as member from Oxfordshire, his 
native county, which had never failed to 
return him from the time he first sought 
its suffrages. After that he chose to remain 
a simple citizen. Mr. Henley’s great strength 
was his sturdy common sense. He had no sym- 
Pathy with humbugs or pedantry, and when 
roused to speak against them he usually swept 
everything before him. The fact that he was 
known to possess fine feeling, large intelligence, 


and earnest sympathies, and that he was dis- 
posed to be tolerant of views that opposed his 
own if he believed them to be sincere, added 
materially to his power asa check upon unwise 
legislation. He rose in the House only when he 
had something to say, and however listless or un- 
intelligible the debate might have become, his 
appearance would at once awaken attention and 
put lite into the subject. Such was the case, in- 
deed, from the time he entered public life. He 
disproved in his own person the common belief 
that success in Parliament could be won only by 
long training, from youth up. His business 
capacity and, fresh practical fashion of viewing 
affairs had won him such approval that, in 1852, 
on the accession of Lord Derby to power he was 
offered the Presidency of the Board of Trade, 
which he held under that administration with 
marked credit. In 1858, on the return of the 
Conservatives to power, he was at once reap- 
pointed to that office. He resigned in the follow- 
ing year, however, in consequence of his disap- 
proval of Mr. Disraeli’s uniform town and coun- 
ty franchise bill,on which the Cabinet had de- 
cided. He would never take an anvpointive 
office again. His best work was done in com- 
mittees. There nothing loose, disjointed, or un- 
worthy escaped his keen eye, and he was mer- 
ciless in exposure. He scored several notable 
successes against the weight of the Ministers. 

Although nominally a Conservative Mr. Hen- 
ley was not much of a party man. Indeed, with 
years he grew in independence, until none ex- 
pected him to be bound to party against his con- 
victions. On general political divisions, how- 
ever, he was steadfast. Personally he was of the 
best type of English squire, urbane and court- 
ly, yet despising affectation and surface graces. 
He took into public life with him the training 
and habits of what was best in tne last century, 
and the extended knowledge of later edu- 
cational development. His dress follow- 
ed that of those that preceded him, 
a dignified black coat, with broad, 
flowing skirts, and a heavy black silkjnecker- 
chief. His mind was ready to receive all that 
was new, but fashion never changed his style of 
dress. The people of Oxfordshire held him in 
such esteem that whatever relations his opinions 
bore at different times to party measures they 
always credited him with good motives. It was 
never worth while to oppose him at an election. 
Mr. Henley was graduated from Magdalen Col- 
lege, Oxford, in 1815.

NEWTON S. BRIGGS. 

Capt. Newton S. Briggs, who has been 
widely known as one of the originators and pro- 
moters of steamboat excursions to groves in the 
vicinity of this city, died suddenly from heart 
disease on Monday afternoon. Capt. Briggs was 
48 years of age, and was born at Coeymans, N. Y. 
He was brought up in the paper manufacturing 
and stationery business, and for many years was 
employed in this city selling paper for the man- 
ufacturers in the interior of the State. About 12 
years ago heconceived the idea of getting up 
water excursion parties to picturesque and shady 
spots around New-York. He fitted up the steam- 
er General Sedgwick, and then added one or two 
barges and made arrangements with the owners 
of grovesto land and entertain his passengers. 
This kind of recreation became very popular, 
andalfew years ago 23 Briggs added to his fleet 
two more steamers, the Long Branch anda Orxi- 
ental, and four more barges, and was thus able 
to carry 10,000 people aday. He also had under 
his control a large number of groves, among 
which were the Oriental Grove, the grove at 
Great Neck, the Columbia Grove, the Cold Spring 
Grove, Excelsior Park, Dudley’s Grove, near 
Yonkers; Oscawana Island, Eagleswood Park, 
near Perth Amboy, and Raritan Beach 
Grove. He -had the reputation of being 
an upright, honest man, thoroughly just 
in all his dealings, and was widely known 
among steamboat men, with whom he was very 
popular. For the past six months his health was 
ailing, and he imagined that he was suffering 
from consumption. He went to Florida and 
then returned. He intended taking a trip abroad 
and had changed his method of treatment. He 
was unmarried. The funeral will take place this 
afternoon from the Church of the Strangers, 
and will be attended by Atlantic Lodge, No. 17s, 
F. and A. M., of which he was a member, and 
also by his late fellow-members of Jerusalem 
Chapter of Masons and of Lincoln Union of the 
Ninth Ward. The body will be taken to his na- 
tive town for burial.

TWO VERY DIFFERENT STORIES. 

An examination was had yesterday at 
the Jefferson Market Police Court in the case of 
Joseph Aarons, alias J. Edwards, of Philadel- 
phia and No. 42 West Fifteenth-street, accused 
of grand larceny by Edward B. Humphreys,who 
was once the fashionable tailor of New-York 
and who now dabbles in law, bric-d-brac, and 
heraldry, and carries on the pawnbroking busi- 
ness at No. 63 West Ninth-street and, No. 317 
West Twenty-second-street. The complainant 
said that he believed from the prisoner’s repre- 


sentations that he was Mr. Harry Edwards, the 
actor, of Wallack’s company. Aarons pledged 
property he said was his wife's, and induced 
Humphreys to advance money on the tickets. 
In all Aarons now owes him about $600. On the 
10th of January last,while Humphreys wasfabsent 
from his store to procure $2 to lend to Aarons, a 
watch which belonged to the latter’s wife and 
on which Humphreys had advanced about §s0 
disappeared. Aarons was the only person in the 
store, and Humphreys declares that he stole it. 
Sunday last Humphreys saw him in Martinelli’s 
and had him arrested. 

Aarons’s story was that he went by the name 
of Edwards, but that he made no false repre- 
sentations. He dealt with Humphreys, who 
got 10 per cent. a month for advances. After 
Jan. 10 he met the complainant frequently. He 
never spoke of arresting him, but dunned him, 
and offered to compromise for a smaller sum 
than he at first claimed was due. Sunday, 
where Humphreys annoyed him at Martinelli’s 
when he was dining, Aarons had him kicked out 
by the waiters,and in revenge Humphreys had 
him arrested. Aarons said he was a janitor. 
He bought goods to sell, and if he had hard 
luck he pawned them, and bought others in 
order to do a better business. Justice Patterson 
reserved his decision.

JOHN GILL'S ESTATE. 

Among the things that are alleged to 
have been wheedled out of old John Gill by his

CHICAGO, Dec. 9.—The supply of Cattle was 
again light to-day. The total was only 5,500 head, mak- 
ing 12,000 head since Saturday, against 16,727 for the 
same time last week.

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BROOKLYN BRIDGE TOLLS 


sa al 
WANTING THE REDUCTION TO BE 
MORE EXTENSIVE. 

NO APPRECIABLE INCREASE IN TRAVEL 
YESTERDAY — ASKING FOR A FREE 
PROMENADE—-COL. PAINES GRIP. 

Betwixt drivers who can’t read and 
drivers who don’t read, the men who take toll 
on the carriage roads across the Brookiyn 
bridge had to do much talking yesterday. Busy 
teamsters rattled along without their change 
and stared at the toll takers as though they 
believed the men were drunk. Others insisted 
on an explanation and raised howls of protest 
from impatient fellows blocked behind them. 
So far as the bridge employes could determine 
without a count, there was no appreciable in- 
crease in traffic on account of the reduction. 
Some people scolded the men who took thtir 
nickels from them for mding in the cars because 
a reduction was not made there, too. A Brook- 
lyn man, who is said to be worth $300,000, insisted 
that the car tolls were reduced and bought a 
newspaper to prove it. He found that he had 
been misled by a headline without looking over 
the remainder of the report. He was so angry 
that he paid 1 cent and walked across to spite 
the Trustees. 

Brooklyn people who rode over to their daily 
work in this city on the morning trains ex- 
pressed much surprise at Mavor Low’s action 
In voting against reducing rates on the trains 
and on the foot crossing. Many of them were 
led to believe from what they had read of the 
reports of the special committee hearings that 
he would be heartily in favor of it. Mayor Low 
was absent from the city yesterday when a 
TIMES reporter called to get his reasons for 
casting his intivence witb the Bridge Trustees 
whoare conspicucusly prominent in the rival 
terry companies. he summary of his reasons, 
as expressed at the meeting and in conversation 
with triends, is that be wanted Brooklyn to get 
ail the revenue possible from the bridge toward 
paying off the interest on the $10,000,000 worth 
of bonds issued during its construction. He 
would not take the position that the bridge 
should not be ultimately a free bridge, but not 
while Brooklyn taxpayers were groaning under 
burdens heaped upon them in the past. 

Trustee H. K. Thurber, who did all in his power 
to make the bridge as nearly free as possible, 
said yesterday it was impossible for eitner city to 
derive enough revenue from the bridge under the 
present rates of toll to pay the interest on its 
bonds. He took from his memorandum book 
the following figures from the report made for 
the six months ending Dec. 1 last:

“This shows a surplusof only $153,142,” said 
Mr. Thurber, “* with nothing reserved for repairs. 

he cost of collecting the tolls and policing the 
promenade is $978 more that the receipts from 
that source. A large percentage of the expense 
in running the promenade is used up in paying 
toll takers. Yet, through tbe persistent oppo- 
sition of a few Brooklyn Trustees, the people are 
deprived of a free promenade. People are talk- 
ing plainly in this matter. Personally I am 
lriendly with every member of the board, but it 
is obvious to every business man that a Trustee 
should resign when his pubjic duty conflicts with 
his private interests. Iam contident from what 
inquiries I have made,”’ continued Mr. Thurber, 
“that a vast majority of the people of both 
New-York and Brooklyn are in favor of practi- 
cally a free bridge, that is, free promenade and 3 
cents single car fare. The taxpayers are not 
afraid ot any additional burden that would re- 
sult from it. Mr. Marshall has figured it out, and 
the annual increase to each man paying taxes on 
£100,000 worth of property would be just 67 cents. 

There can be no doubt that reduced tolls would 

rreatly increase the value of real estate in Brook- 

yn. Contiguous to the bridge approach there 
is considerable property which is not now par- 
ticularly desirabie, but which would soon become 
desirable for manufacturers if their teams could 
cross the bridge free of cost. It is a fact that 
every bridge built across the Thames, in London, 
has greatly increased the value of real estate in 
its vicanity. Ionce asked a large real estate 
owner, near Blackfriars Bridge, in London, 
what would be the effect on his property if the 
bridge were made a toll bridge, even at low rates 
of toll. His answer was : * Could that be done I 
should sell my realestate if I did not get more 
than 75 per cent. of its present value.’ ” 

“The people might as well conciude first as 
Jast,”’ said Mr. Thurber, ** that the revenue from 
the Brooklyn bridge will never pay much in- 
terest on its bonds. A return of even one quarter 
of 1 per cent. scarcely seems probable. The ob- 
jection urged that a free foot path would block 
traffic is soon answered. What are the police 
there for but to keep people moving? The re- 
moval of the tolligates would certainly give 
more free entrance and exit. 1 think, too, that 
when the arch warehouses are finished, as they 
should be, the income from them will be $60,000 
a year atthe minimum. That, with an added in- 
crease of travel, would certainly bring the in- 
come up to within $30,000 a year of what it is 
now, while the saving to the people would be 
about $440,000 2 year.” 

A communication sent to THE TIMEs office 
yesterday made this statement: 

“Inthe last six months Col. Paine has been paid 
$7,603 52 for his grip, which he perfected by experl- 
menting so long at the expense of the bridge fund. He 
seems to make no mistake about ‘gripping’ a large 
amount of money on the first day of every month.’

It includes, 
also, work done in arranging for the automatic 
lifting apparatus by which the cable will be 
lifted into the grip. This work might have been 
classed under the head of general railway ex- 

penses, but it was set down in the way it has 

een in order that we may see just what this grip 
costs. Compared with other gripsthat are in 
use in different parts of the country, I must say 

that I know of none equal toit. Col. Paine did 

not get a dollar of the money referred to above.

A BLAZING BUNDLE AT HIS DOOR. 

An attempt was made early yesterday 
Morning to set fireto the house at No. £35 South 
Fifth-avenue.

Mrs. Bachman sat at a table near the bar 
and Bachman was standing behind the counter 
talking to the fruit seller when all were startled 
by atiash of light which suddenly illuminated 
the saloon, coming from the outside of the place. 
Tnis was followed by small tongues of flame 
coming in through the cracks of the front door. 

Bachman ran to the door, and as he opened it 
a blazing bundle of old paper and rags, which 
had been saturated with kerosene and fastened 
to the door knob. fell on the pavement. He 
kicked the blazing massinto the gutter, where 
it was putout by a policeman. Un an empty 
beer keg standing on the sidewalk near the front 
door of the saloon was found a brandy bottle 
containing over a pint of kerosene oil. The door 
of the saloon was blackened and scorched and 
the paint was blistered. but no further damage 
was done. Bachman thinks the attempt to fire 
the building was made by young ruflians living 
im the neighborhood, whose enmity he had in- 
gurred by refusing to give them beer.

WORKING FOR CITY OFFICES. 


DISTRUST AND ANXIETY ABOUT COMMIS- 
SIONER THOMPSON’S PLACE. 


At no time since the organization of the 
Common Council last Winter have the Republic- 
an;members of the Council been the object 
of as much interest and attention as they 
were yesterday. The Tammany-Republican 
alliance is undergoing a _ severe strain, 
and there is no doubt that most of 
the Tammany men believe in their hearts that 
the Republicans are going to play false to them. 
Consequently the seven Republican Aldermen 
who frequent the City Hall, Alderman O’Connor 
finding enough to interest him in his profession, 
were under surveillance all day long. Whenever 
two or three of them came together and stopped 
to talk some Democratic Alderman was sure to 


have an eye onthem. There were trips to the 
Astor House, excursions into dark corners, and 
skirmishes al) around the square. 

It was generally conceded that the Mayor pro- 
posed tosend inthe name of Fitz John Porter 
for Commissioner of Public Works, and the only 
question was of confirmation. The Tammany 
men were working like beavers all day long to 
capture the three votes necessary for a majority 
of the board. There are eight of their own men, 
Alderman Sheils, who poses as an independent, 
but finds congenial society on the Tammany 
side, and Alderman Farley, who, failing to geta 
renomination at the hands of the County Democ- 
racy, is ready and anxious to give that organiza- 
tion the cold shoulder. It is barely possible 
that his courage will not proye equal to the 
occasion, and that he will stand by the 
County Democrats in this crisis. If he does 
the Tammany men wili have to find 4 votes 
instead ot 3. There is only one place where this 
desirable timber grows, and that is in the Repub- 
licaun woods. For a week the Tammuny men 
have been tramping around with their axes over 
their shoulder looking for a place te begin cut- 
ting. They have found some timber rotten at 
the base and shaking, but props put up by the 
County Democrats interfered. The Tammany 
men were nervous and frightened, though they 
are whistling to keep their courage up. ‘*The 
Republicans will bear watching,” said one of the 
Tammany leaders, trying to |. ok indifferent and 
failing. The Republicans are laughing in their 
sleeves at the anxiety they are causing. 
Incidentally they find much pleasure in 
reflecting that so far the alliance has worked to 
their advantage. Under its influence, Commis- 
sioners French and McClave are snugly berthed 
for four and five years each, and Tammany may 
whistle for a return of its fzvor. Tammany now 
sees the mistake it made in confirming French 
and McClave until it’s own candidates were 
before the Common Council. If the thing were 
to be done over again. Mayor Edson would be 
directed to send in the nominations for the two 
Police Commissionerships, Commissioner of 
Public Works, and Corporation Counsel in a 
batch. Then, with the goods before them, the 
Aldermen could bargain with greater intelli- 
gence and certainty. 

The County Democracy Aldermen had an air 
of confidence yesterday that was as puzzling as 
it was unpleasant to their Tammany col- 
leagues. They professed to believe that the 
Tammany men could not secure enough votes 
to confirm Mr. Porter, and asserted that if his 
name was sent in 1t would be rejected. When 
asked what action would be taken on John Kel- 
ly’s name, they admitted that it might go 
through, or perhaps go over for consideration. 
Alderman Waite said openly that he would not 
vote tor Mr. Porter, but he would not say that 
he would decline to vote tor some other Tamma- 
ny man. 

Meanwhile, in all this uncertainty as to Mr. 
Thompson’s successor, the nomination of a suc- 
cessor to Corporation Counsel Lacombe is only 
saved from utter negiect by the activity of 
Brother-in-law Wood. That useful adjunct of 
the Mayor’s family has girded up his loins afresh 
and is riding full tilt against the office which 
Corpvration Counsel Lacombe now fills, Some- 
times Col. Wood sits down in the anteroom to 
the Mayor’s office, sometimes he gets clear into 
the office. He is patient and considerate, and 
doesn’t bore the Mayor by talking to him. 
Yesterday Col. Wood got in early and sat down 
modestly by himself on a sofain a remote part 
of the Mayor’s oftice' while the Mayor met with 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners in another part 
of the room. When that meeting was over the 
Mayor escaped into bis private office and Col. 
Wood fastened upon Willis 8. Paine, who bad 
dropped in. Some sort of a petition was exhibited 
to Mr. Paine by Col. Wood, and he was entreated 
to signit. Mr. Paine did so. 

About the middle of the afternoon a dele- 
gation, consisting of the Tammany General Com- 
mittee of the Twenty-fourth District, called at 
the Mayor’s office. Farmer Clarke and Alder- 
man Fullgraff, who owe their political birth to 
Col. Wood, headed the delegation. The Mayor 
was absent, but the delegation wes received by 
his secretary. They said they came to urge the 
claims of Col. Wood to the office of Corporation 
Counsel and hoped the Mayor would see that it 
was his plain duty to anpoint his brother-in-law 
to that position. Such of the delegation as 
could write left their names and then went 
away. 

Alderman Fullgraff, who has hitherto been 
supposed to have no aim in life except to call up 
general orders in the Common Council and ex- 
patiate upon the superior quality of the atmos- 
phere in the annexed district, has been left at 
home to enjoy its felicities. But, singularly 
enough, he does not want to stay. Somebody 
has tola him that by working hard he may be 
appointed a Park Commissioner when Gen. 
Viele resigns, and the Alderman is wearing him- 
self out tothatend. Gen, Viele said yesterday 
that he had not resigned, bad not been asked by 
the Mayor to resign, and did not know when he 
would leave the Park Board. 


DOCK DEPARTMENT FUNDS. 
eS 
CURBING ITS RESOURCES—THE COUNCIL OF 
REFORM’S PROTEST. 

The Controller was yesterday authorized 
by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund to 
issue bonds to the amount of $750,000 for the 
maintenance of the Dock Department. The de- 
partment originally asked for $1,956,650, but re- 
duced its figures to the appropriation named, 
with the hope that some legislative action would 
relieve the city departments in some measure 
from the operation of the constitutional amend- 
ment. 

The following communication was presented 
to the Commissioners: 

To the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund of the City of 
New-York: 

At a meeting of the Council of Reform held Dec. 1 
the Committee on Department Expenses were directed 
to request the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund not 
to grant the request of the Dock Department that the 
Controller issue and sell during the present year bonds 
of the city tothe amount of $1,956,650 toward paying 
the estimated general expenses of the department for 
the year 1885, for the following among other reasons, 


viz. : 

That the sole object of this request egza bl is to evade 
the provisions of the amendment of the Constitution of 
the State udopted ut the lute election, in which the 
electors of the State expressed their will by a larger 
majority than was ever given for any measure ever 
submitted to the people of the State and atter the full- 
est public discussion of the nature and operation of 
this amendment, 

In complying with this requisition of the Dock Com- 
missioners your board would, in effect, create a city 
debt to this amount and bond the private estates of 
the city for liabilities that donot now exist, and may 
never exist, and, us we believe, should not be incurred 
tothe umount named. No reason is given,and no real 
necessity exists for this premuture issue of city bonds. 
There is no precedent for it in the history of this city. 
There is no law directly or constructively authorizing 
it, without which we hold that your board cannot as- 
sume such extraordinary powers. Itisin violation of 
the uniform financial system provided inthe city charter 
for supporting the City Government, by which definite 
appropriations are made to the several departiments on 
specitic estimates of theirnecessary expenses confined to 
the several classes of expenditures and proportioned 
tothe regular divisions of the yeur. The validity of 
the bonds so issued cannot fail to be questioned and to 
lexi to costly litigation. 1f your board can bond the 
city in anticipation for one year of its possible liabili- 
ties it can for any number of years, If it can do this 
for the proposed sum it can for any greater amount. 
Such a procedure would introduce a very dangerous 
precedent into the policy ot the Government of this 
city, which would be sure to lead to great corruption 
and loss to the city in the handling and custody of such 
a mass of unemployed money. 

Besides, the amount asked for by the Dock Depart- 
ment is more than double the amount of the average 
yearly expenditures of the department since its forma- 
tion, and is at least four times the amount that this 
Council has ascertained that this department requires.

FORFEITING BONDS FOR $30,000. 

On the opening of the criminal part of 
the United States Circuit Court yesterday the 
names of William Liddell, Charles F. Watson, 
and James Girdwood were called to appear for 
sentence. No answer being made their bonds, 
amounting to $30,000, were deciared forfeited. 
These parties were plaintiffs in the United States 
Circuit Court ina civil action brought by them 
to recover thesum of $6,300 from H. M. Dodge 
& Co., Custom House brokers, said to have been 
obtained from them by misrepresentations. The 
trial of the case resulted in a disagreement of 
the jury. Immediately after the trial, and 
while yet in the Federal Building, Liddell, Wat- 
son, and Girdwood were arrested by a Deputy 
United States Marshal on a criminal complaint. 
They gave bonds before United States Commis- 
sioner Shields in the sum of $10,000 each for their 
appearance for trial. The prisoners, when ar- 
raigned, nae guilty to the charge of defraud- 
ing the United States revenue. They were re- 
manded for sentence, and by consent of the 
United States Attorney renewed their bonds, 
They then all went to Belfast, Lreland, it is al- 
leged, where William Liddell does business as a 
manufacturer of Irish linens. The crime to 
which they pleaded guilty is punishable by fine 
or imprisonment, or both. One of the bondsmen 
was a brother of Watson.

GRANT & WARD’S METHODS. 
ERE SS OSE 
CAPT, AMBROSE SNOW’S SECURITIES TO BE 
RETURNED TO HIM. 

The Hon. Hamilton Cole, as Referee, 
yesterday afternoon listened to considerable tes- 
timony and decided in favor of the plaintiff the 
application of Capt. Ambrose Snow against Ju- 
lien T. Davies, as Receiver of Grant & Ward, for 
the return of bonds and notes to the value of 
$8,000. The transaction onthe part of Grant & 
Ward, as disclosed by the testimony, was typical 


of the methods of the firm. In May, 1881, Capt. 
Snow bought by subscription through Grant & 
Ward five certificates of the North River Con- 
struction Company of 100 shares each. The firm 
claimed to have made the investment. The 
stock was then worth 42. Grant & Ward 
called for assessments on the stock 
from Capt. Snow at intervals. To meet 
these he gave them as collateral two 
shares of the Havana Gas Company of $1, 
each: one share of the Third-Avenue Road of 
$1,000, and one note for $5,000, payable to Grant 
& Ward. The testimony of the clerks of the Re- 
ceiver of the firm showed that Grant & Ward 
owned some stock of the North River Construc- 
tion (‘ompany when Capt. Snow gave his order, 
and when the stock was quoted at 42. They 
bought none to fill his order, and three months 
later sold all their stock in the company when it 
was at 48. ‘“‘I found no transactions in the 
North River Construction Stock on the books of 
Grant & Ward,” testified Mr. George E. Spencer, 
clerk for the Receiver, ** from October, 1881, to 
January, 1884. There was nothing to show that 
any payments had been made on Capt. Snow’s 
account by Grant & Ward. The firm held none 
of the stock during this time.” 

It was pl this time that Capt. Snow was 
repeatedly called on for assessments. In Janu- 
ary, 1884, the firm bought 500 shares of the stock 
in Capt. Snow’s name, which was hypothecated 
with the Marine Bank. Capt. Snow did not 
know of this stock till the failure. Capt. Snow 
repudiated the transaction, as the firm had never 
held the stock on which assessments were called, 
and demanded the securities back. Referee Cole 
held that the transaction was a fraud and that 
the securities should be returned, Gen. Wingate 
appeared for Capt. Snow, Mr. W. B. Hornblower 
for the Receiver, and Charles H. Butler for Mr. 
Holt as Assignee of Ferdinand Ward. No wit- 
nesses were called in defense.

HENRY PROUSE COOPER AGAIN. 
— -§—~»>—_ —— 
CAUSING TROUBLE AND REMOVED FROM 
CONTROL OF HIS BUSINESS, 

For some time after a Sheriff’s jury had 
declared that he was not suffering from general 
paresis, and was capable of managing his busi- 
ness affairs, Henry Prouse Cooper, the esthetic 
and athletic little tailor of Fifth-avenue and 
lower Broadway, bore himself in a very sensible 
manner. His attention to his impaired business 
and his renewed affection for her induced his 


wife to petition for the closing of the lunacy 
proceedings, which had been kept in force by 
Judge Barrett's dissent from the conclusion of 
the Sheriff’s jury, and. his determination to 
have the matter trieli before himself and 
an ordinary jury. Her etition was 
granted, the Receiver who had had charge of 
Cooper’s business gave up his trust, and a cor- 
oration was formed known as the Henry 
*rouse Cooper Company. Cooper became Pres- 
ident of the corporation, and the tailoring busi- 
ness went on smoothly until several months ago, 
when Cooper began to check its course by in- 
dulging in freaks like those which originally 
caused his sanity to be jg rewegea He bought 
jewelry and champagne in large quantities and 
gave orders on the company for payment. Sev- 
eral times he drove everybody out of the com- 
pany’s stores, and he also spent money unneces- 
sarily in a trip to Europe. 

His vagaries at last became so injurious to 
the corporation’s business that his fellow-stock- 
holders began an action in the name of the peo- 
ple, with the consent of the Attorney-General, 
for his removal from the Presidency. As Cooper 
has not recently conferred with his counsel, H. 
W. Leonard, the latter yesterday consented in 
Supreme Court, Chambers, that a preliminary 
injunction, restraining him from —T as Presi- 
dent, granted by Judge Lawrence last week, 
should be made permanent.
